Beall Recognized ‘in Cafes. 

Genator Beall, physically the most con- 
spicuous member of the commission by rea- 
son of his bulk and white hair, tried to'do a 
little investigating on his own account at 
night, touring through the south side district 
with Detective Sergts.

Overhead Lines Make Many 
Heavy Concessions to

ISSUE JOINT STATEMENT. 


The long dispute between the various 
branches of the Chicago Blevated Railways 
company and their employés, which began a 
year ago, was ended amicably yesterday with 
heavy concessions to the employés, The dis- 
pute was considerably more t than 
that of the surface lines, terminatéd by arbi- 
tration two weeks ago, owing to the greater 
diversity of wage scales and working condi- 
tions among the five elevated roads, includ 
ing the Union loop. 

The amicable nature of the settlement is 
indicated by the harmony of the arbitrators, 
who issued a joint statement, each praising 
the patience of the other's party.

They left early this morning in order to gat 
a few hours’ sleep.

The fever stopped three days 
ago, but returned today with aggravation of 
catarrh in the thorax There are ne symp- 
tosis to cause alarm.”

Special Delegation Will Visit 
Washington to Lay Matter 
Before the President.

St. Louis, Mo., April 12.--[Special.)—The 
strongest delegation that can be picked from 
the executive Gommittee of the national 
drainage congress will wait upon President 
Willson at the earliest possible date to urge 
immediate action toward the creation of a 
federal department of public works. 

Closing its third annual session here today 
the congress unanimously adopt<«d the reso- 
lution calling for the addition of the post of 
secretary of ‘public works to the president's 
cabinet and David R. Francis, former gov- 
ernor of Missouri, received a telegram car- 
rying a statement of the president's position 
on the matter, authorized by Private Secre- 
tary Tumulty. 

This committ<«e authorized Edmund T. Per- 
kina of Chicago, the newly elected head of 
the congress, to arrange an appointment at 
the White House and to select the strong<et 
men available to keep the engagement. 


Prompt Action to Be Taken.

Text of the Resolution.

went to Vincent Astor. 

Col. Astor made two ante-nuptial agree- 
ments for his wife, Madeline Force Astor, 
one of which carries property worth $1,384,- 
445, the other valued at $311,336, making a 
total of $1,695,752. Col. Astor left a trust ‘ 
fund of $5,000,000 to his wife in his will.

‘Securities having a par value of several 
nrillions, found to be worthless at the time 
of Col. Astor's death, are all investments 
made by him.

Chicagoans Urge Georgia Officials 
to Repeal Offensive Act. 


INTEREST IS NATION WIDE: 


Miss Julia Lathrop Writes of Commu- 
nications She Recetved. 


A campaign has been started in Chicago to 
make Georgia ashamed of itself. The cam- 
paign hinges around the ten year sentence of 
Ollie Taylor of Atlanta, who, when he was 
10 years old, was sentended to imprisonment 
in @ reform school for the rest of his minority 
because he confessed and pleaded guilty to 
stealing a 5 cent’ bottle of coca cola. 

Scores. of letters were answered yesterday 
by Willis Hutson, an attorney, who brought 
the case to the attention of readers of THE 
TRIBUNE. He told the correspondents to ex- 
press their resentment in letters to the gov- 
ernor of Georgia, to the congressmen, and to 
the members of the state legislature, and to 
any one else with political influence in the 
state, inclosing a copy of TH® TRIBUNE of 
last Wednesday, which contains a history 
of the case. 

Mr. Hutson has been informed that the 
North End Woman's club and the Portia 
club will act on resolutions at their meeting 
tomorrow resenting the sentence and asking 
for the pardon of the boy. The North End 
Woman's club also will send a letter and a 
copy ofthe resolutions to the president of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs and 
will ask the club women of Georgia to take 
up the case. 

A letter was received yesterday from Miss 
Julia Lathrop, chief of the children’s bureau 
at Washington, D.C. She said: 

“ This case has attracted much attention 
throughout the country and the bureau has 
received many inquiries regarding it. While 
we have been for some time in correspond- 
ence with the Georgia authorities, we are not 
as yet in a position to make a statement re- 
garding the matter. Certainly the wide- 
spread concern which has been expressed 
owing to newspaper comment is a proof of 
the present insistence of the public mind that 
children shall have judicial protection rather 
than punishment, and is the best guarantee 
that every state will soon afford it to them.”

LEWIS ‘ASSUMES “ 
MIDDLE GROUN D 


‘I Will Stand Between Destruc- 
tive Radicalism and Corrupt- 
ing Conservatism,’ He Says

PLEDGES AID TO WIESON. 


Favors Remedies That Do Not 
Kill Patients, Senator 
Eleet Announces. 


Col. James Hamilton Lewis, about to as- 
gume his grand new toga ae successor to 
Shelby M. Cullom in the United States sen- 
ate, last night gave his valedictory to Illi- 
nois. He spoke before the Iroquois club at 
a dinner in his honor at Hotel La Salle. 

The colonel recognized the principles of the 
direct election of senators, initiative and ref- 
erendum and recall as remedies for recog- 
nized abuses. At the same time he warned 
his constituents that it is the duty ofa 
public official as well as a private citizen ‘o 
oppose remedies that kill the patient. 


He Takes “Middle Road.” 

Hence the colonel announced he was plant- 
ed firmly on the safe middle ground between 
“ destructive radicalism" on the one hand 
and “‘ corrupting conservatism " on the oth_r. 
He breathed—melodiously, of course—a warn- 
ing to each that it must have a care or he 
would reach out and destroy it. At the same 
time he displayed an assurance that there 
would be no need for destruction. 

“I dare attempt,” said the colonel, mod- 
estly. “ to steady each by the center balance 
prescribed by Jefferson: ‘ Equal and exact 
justice to all, special privilege to none.’ 

Having licked destructive radicalism and 
corrupting conservatism into submission, the 
colonel proceeded to other things. He pledged 
himself faithfully to perform what the peo- 
ple had designated as their wish. 


Will Support Wilson Measures. 

He pledged support to President Wilson in 
this language: 

“I affirm as my creed, that in matters 
where the people have not had occasion to 
declare their wishes, the representative 
should use his best judgment, guided by hie 
sense of solemn obligation to his fellow-man 
and his responsibility to God. 

“In this decree and order of the people of 
America lately entered at the ballot box they 
selected as the commander of their forces of 
relief a Christian gentieman, a scholarly 
man, and a patriotic statesman as president 
—Woodrow Wilson. 

“It is therefore my obligation to him, my 
duty to my people, and my pleasure to myself 
to support these policies selected and ordered 


put into execution by the people and to up- 


hold and support by every power et my com- 
mand the president of the United States.” 
Contest Against Wealth. 

Col. Lewis said the contest for popular rule 
was far from new, and drew a parallel be- 
tween the revolt led by Tribunes Gaius and 
Tiberius Gracchus against the patricians of 
Rome and the later revolts led by Lincoln, 
Bryan, Roosevelt, and Willison. 

“It is again the contest against the oll- 
garchy of wealth and the corrupt use by con- 
soliiated power in the control of judges, the 
bribery of legislatures, and the cheating of 
the people owt of their own ae declared by 
them ‘at the ballot box,” he gaid; “ and.all.of 
thie by the ancient trick of intimidation of 
the weak, the purchase of the corrupt. 

“The demand of the American citizen for 
the introduction of the initiative and refer- 
endum has been cauged by a long suffering 
of the betrayal of the people's will by the 
representative bodies designated legisia- 
tures, 

The colonel! discussed the causes of the de- 
mand for the initiative and referendum and 
direct election of senators, and then said: 
“TI cannot accept the idea that death of the 
institutions of the republic is the only cure 
for some ills of the government within the 
republic. 

“My remedy must be to set our house 
aright—not to topple it over. To cleanse the 
house of the plague; not to set fire to the 
habitation and leave the inhabitants home- 


less.” 
Dunne and Harrison Speak. 

Gov. Dunne told of his fight to elect Lewis. 

“We tried hard to elect two Democratic 
senators,” he said, “but the Democrats 
themselves could not agree. A compromise 
was attempted by making us take the short 
term, but I think I put the quietus on that. 
The victory of Col. Lewis was a great grati- 
fication to me, as it was as great a Demo- 
cratic victory as my own In November.” 

Mayor Harrison spoke briefly and predicted 
a brilliant career for Mr. Lewis at Washing- 


| RUSH WEBB ‘00: A: NEWT RIAL 


Jury That Tried Him for:Murder 
of Hart Disagrees. 


HANGING NOT CONSIDERED. 


Two Hold Out for Manslaughter Deei- 
sion as Against. Life Term. 


_The jury in the Webb murder case reported 
a disagreement in Judge Kersten’s court yes- 
terday. Preparations were begun immediate- 
ly for a new trial, which, it was announced, 
will be started on April 21. 

“Iam surprised that the jury did not agree 
either to hang Webb or give him life im- 
prisonment,” State's Attorney Hoyne said. 

“The case. was presented ably and prose- 
cuted vigorously by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney John Fleming.’ There will be no delay 
in the second trial.” 

Webb is accused of the murder of Detective 
Peter Hart. Hart was shot and instantly 
killed while struggling'to overpower Webb 
and arrest him for automobile robberies. 


Two Save Webb from Prison. 
Two members of the jury saved Webb from 
a sentence of twenty-five years in the peni- 
tentiary. The ten others contended for a 
manslaughter yerdict after twenty-seven 
ballots had been taken in as many hours. 
Several of the jurors at the beginning of 
the balloting were reported as in favor of 
sending Webb up for life. Such as held out 
for a verdict of manslaughter were of the 
opinion that the killing of the policeman was 
not premeditated. This was the argument 
presented to the jury in behalf of the defend- 
ant. 


Death Penalty Not Considered. 
' At no time was a single member of the jury 
ready to consider the death penalty for 
Webb. All were agreed upon the question of 
his guilt." The issue was the measure of pun- 
ishment. 

When Webb was returned to his cell he had 
hopes for an acquittal, or failing in that, of 
getting a verdict of manslaughter, which 
may give him his freedom after from one to 
fourteen years of penal servitude.

NDER the home rule amendment the 
cities of Ohio may choose the form 
of government that to each seems best.

the amendment, except as to those specific 
reservations which I have named. 
‘Under this new system it-is expected 
that the cities of Ohio will ere long afford 
| pumerons examples of improvement in 


' municipal government. Not only will the 

| different forms of municipal government 
be tried, but what is of much more im- 
portance, the governments of the cities 
will be made more human.

not do this because there was always a ma- 
jority in the legislature composed of men 
from .rural districts, who knew nothing of 
municipa! conditions, or of life in the large 
| , cities, and eared nothing for municipal) prob- 
"lems, and because of their party affiliations 
they always looked for guidance when bills 
relating to municipalities were before the 
legislature to their party associates from 
the city, who generally were of the bi- 
partisan machine, and hence represented 
privilege, and were opposed to the public ie- 
terest. 

These rural legislators were not alwerys 
influenced by corrupt influences, though they 
may have been sometimes. It was generally 
the superstition of party regularity that at- 
feeted them. 

Hence, as the time for amending the con- 
stitution was approaching—the constitution 
of 1852 provided for its amendment every 
twenty years, if the people desired—we de- 
termined to make an effort for the autono- 
mous city. 

When I say “we I do not mean any 
particular party, or any special group: | 
mean all those of various parties who saw 
in the city a microcosm, and who, ayme- 
how, divined that if democracy couid not 
justify itself in the city it could not justify 
itself anywhere in America. Of course, it 
was quite easy to see that there could be 
- mo democracy in a governmental jurisdiction 
in which the people had nothing to say about 
their own loéal affairs. 

What we tried to do was to apply the old 
and simple and fundamental principle of the 
American system, recognized longago by De 
Tocqueville, who said that local self-gov- 
ernment is the genius of free institutions. 


Ts constitution of Ohio had been 
adopted in 1852, and had heep written 
by a group of ablemen, among whom, by the 
way, was Joseph Medill, then a younz 
Ohioan, who later went to Chicago to be- 
come the great editor of Tue Trisuns. 

Now, in 1852 Ohio was an agricultural 
community, the modern city, with all of its 
complex problems, Was unknown. A small 
pergeditage @f Our population, indeed, dwelt 
in Orban conditions, but by 1912 more than 
half af our population dwelt in eities. 

Strange as it may seem, these people were 
practically without self-government. They 
eould elect their own officials, to be true, 
but these officials had no powers except. 
thoge that were granted by the state legis- 
lature, under the old theory that the city 
government was merely an arm of the state 
government, and the result was an anomaly. 

Phe people of the nation were, in theorg, 
siiyreme.in all matters that concerned thein 
as éitizens of the nation. The citizens of the 
etate were supreme in ali matters that eon- 
cerned them as citiaensof the state, But the 
citizens of the cities, the most obvious, the 
most elemental form of human association, 
were net supreme ip these things that con- 
cerped them as citizens of the city. 

The cities had been turned over as rich 
satrapies to those petty and irresponsible 
despots, the pdlitieal bosses, the country 
members of the legislature, and the public 
service corporations. Hence civism, eivic 
pride, civic growth and maleenes were 
all ebviously as apo 


E felt that the « therefore, should 

be made supreme ip municipal mat- 
ters, in all those affairs that are of purely 
local concern, and to carry out this idea we 
organized a municipal association composed 
of delegates appointed by the mayors ef the 
cities. Thig association, a, kind of moderg 
Hanseatic league, composed of the best in- 
telligenée each city could command, met at 
the capitol and drafted an amendment to the 
constitution relating to the governmeng of 
municipalities, 

There is no necessity to ascribe the oaik 
ot this work to any one, but perhaps it would 
wot be tnfair to say that the work would 
have been impossible had it not heen foc 
the suirit. that had been developed by the 
labors of Sam Jones and. Tom Johnson, and 
hy the ‘excellent aasistanee of Newton D. 
Baker, the present mayor of Cleveland, and 
Prof, A, R; Hatton, who, by one of those 
curious ironies of fate, occupies the Mark 
Hanna chair of political economy in the 
Western Reserve university.

Forms are important, but they are not as 
important as we think; certainly they will 
not operate automatically. 

The German cities, undoubtedly more ef- 
ficiently administered than any other towns 
in the world, have about the worst form, I 


local nature should be reserved to the cities 
of the state.

HORTLY after 10 o'clock on last Tues- 
day morning the house of representa- 
tives at Springfield stirred, shuddered 
slightly, and began to move. In its 
fourteenth week, after failing to re- 
spond to the most desperate attempts to gal- 


and began to legislate. 

The preliminaries, which usually occupy 
two weeks, having now been completed in 
thirteen, there remain a number of perfectly 
good and reasonably extensive weeks in 
which to enact laws or refrain therefrom, and 
everybody ought to be satistied—except per- 
haps the state treasurer, who must continue 
to pay out $10,000, more or less, a week of 
painfully collected state money for the ex- 
penses of the two houses as long as they 
continue in session. 

The pay roll of a legialature is one of its 
most deadly features, Members may come 
and members may go, but the:pay roll goes 
on forever. That is, when an employé is 
once fastened to the pay roll he continues 
there six days a week until the final adjourn- 
ment. The legislature may meet two or three 
days a week. It may adjourn and go to 
Washington. It may recess to overcome the 
exhaustion consequent upon inaugurating a 
new administration—but the faithful em- 
ployés remain with a tenacity and e devotion 
which nothing can shake. That is, they re- 
Main on the pay roll. The whereabouts of 
some of them, otherwise, cannot always be 
ascertained, but, just as the star spangled 
banner waved proudly in the morning's 
bright gleaming, sb each name when each 
mew pay roll appears “is still there.”

In other words, When the house appoints its 
officers and help it appoints them for six days 
a week until death or adjournment doth 
them part. Therefore patriotism and econ- 
omy should demand the use of as much of 
this time as possible. When the house ad- 
journs on‘ Friday noon It allows about $1,000 
worth of faithful service to go to waste on 
Friday and Saturday. And when it puts on 
its collective plug hat and helps pry a new 
president into position—that is, when the 
Democratic half 4 week of high priced 
labor is lost forever, but the bills therefor 
are not. 

This employé question is a puzzle to every- 
one. There is an uneasy suspicion on every 
side that it is not being handled just exactly 
as a business corporation would do it, but 
nobody seems able to put an accusing fore- 
finger on the spot and say, “ Here ig the 
trouble.””

And the total of all together at the 
beginning of the session is reasonable. But 
somehow this total keeps growing like a 
dandelion patch. In the most unexpected 
moments a resolution will appear in which it 
ig discovered that some modeat patriot has 
served faithfully since Jan. 28 in the cloak- 
room or thefront hall without pay, being act- 
uated solely by a love of his country, and that 
whereas patriotism is a rare and precious 
thing it should now be rewarded by placing 
said patriot on the payroll from said Jan. 28.

In this connection a cruel injustice wasdone 
last week. The four extra policemen men- 
tioned In last week’s letter who were to be 
appointed this week to preserve order during 
the late senatorial election were not ap- 
pointed after all, The house rose and indig- 

y declined to vote them on, Thereupon 
it developed that one of the members had 
been paying the salary of one of these police- 
men out of his own pocket for some weeks— 
advancing it from the state, as it were, the 
policeman being a constituent and needing an 
appointment the worst way. This member 
will find it hard to recover his confidence in a 
house which has abused it so cruelly. 

= a 

However, with all of these minor ills the 
legislature has done wonders in the last few 
sessions in eliminating employés. Never 
have there been so few employés. There are 
not over twice as many as are needed in some 
departments. There was a time when only 
the thoughtfulness of most of the janitors 
and policemen in remaining awey from 
Springfield during the session made it possi- 
ble to t t business. If all the employés 
had been there the members would have had 
to meet on the roof. Every one was on the 
payroll. 

Members’ friends visited them and drew 
per diems as policemen. Honored guests in 
the newspaper gallery from other states were 
complimented with janitorships. Swarms of 
young lady stenographeis passed pleasant 
hours in the committee roomis crocheting 
letters happily, and at the end of the session 
a grateful state allowed them to take its 
typewriters home asa slight token of esteem, 

A free lunch would have been penurious- 
ness itself compared with the liberality of 
the legislature, but these happy days have 
gone, and there {sg now an honest effort to 
keep down expenses. Only, as said, the com- 
plication of the system makes it difficult. 
And the insistence of constituents adds to 
this difficulty. When a member has only one 
janitofship to go around 200 friends who have 
mannéd the polls for him, he cannot spend all 
of his time endeavoring to explain to the 
wrathful 199 that times have changed. 


o- 
And so the discovery method Mas been 
adopted. The constituent comes down and 
hangs around the building. Presently he is 
‘discovered ” in a condition of extreme ex- 
haustion due to overwork, and in a resolution 
passed solely on humane grounds he js res- 
cued and put on the pay roll. So far all dis- 
coveries have been made by Republicansand 
Demotrats who, as amateur Sherlock

This leaves the new downstate district to

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ADAMS TO TALK AT OXPORD 


Draws Lesson for Britain from 
American Civil War History. 


HOME RULE TESTED HERE. 


Efficacy Proved by Leaving Southern 
States in Natives’ Hands. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, April 12.—Charies Francis Ad- 
ams of Boston, son of the former minister 
to Great Britain, president of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical seciety, is here to deliver 
@ series of four lectures on American history 
at Oxford university, between April 13 and 
May 20. 

He said he intended to present a new phase 
of British relations to America at the time 
of the civil war, and also make a comparison 
of the reconstruction period with the present 
dilemma here over Irish home rule. 

“ While I do not intend to present a harsh 
arraignment of the English government at 
the time of the civil war,’’ Mr. Adams said, 
“I hope to interest the present government 
to the extent of studying the United States 
and our successful experiment with refer- 
ence to the treatment of Ireland, I shall 
thus get away from the usual methods of 
presenting lectures on history. 


To Discuss Robert E. Lee. 

“One of the lectures is devoted to Robert 
E. Lee, who seems to Englishmen to be the 
transcendent, outstanding figure of the war. 
Beyond that they apparently are not inter- 
ested in the rebellion, and prefer the South 
African and Russo-Japanese conflicts. 

“In the second lecture I hope te show how 
the attitude of England was intluenced by the 
Lancashire cotton famine of 1862, which 
resulted from the war, and apparently has 
been forgotten, Then I shail take up the 
reconstruction period. 

“At the time of the war England insisted 
it was impossible to overcome the confed- 
eracy, but that, if the north succeeded, then 
it would only be possible to hold the territory 
by armed occupation. They were wrong on. 
both views, for after the war the entire man- 
agement of the south was turned over to the 
south, which soon became contented.

SUFFRAGETS TRY 
10 BURN SCHOOL 


Advice.of Former Parliament 
Member to Disregard Prop- 
erty Bears Fruit. 


MRS. PANKHURST LET OUT 


Liberated on Probation from 
Holloway Jail After Nine 
Days of Fasting. 


LONDON, April 12.—The speech made by 
George Lansbury, a former member of the 
house of commons, at the suffraget meeting 
at Albert hall Thursday night, urging the 
militants to continue their campaign of in- 
cendiarism and show no regard for property, 
has borne fruit. 

An attempt was made today to burn down 
the Shipcote Council schools at Gateshead. 
Incendiaries entered the room in which car- 
pentry is taught and after drenching the 
place with kerosene set itafire. The flames 
were quickly discovered and firemen prevent- 
ed their spreading to the other classrooms 
The damage was small. 


Evidence of Women’s Work. 

Evidence that the perpetrators were suf- 
fragets was afforded by labeis scattered 
aout the premises inscribed: 

“We burn to get.votes for women.” 

“For the damages done sue Asquith.” 

“You cannot stop us by the cat and mouse 
bill.” ’ 

Several hundred militants, many bearing 
black banners, paraded this ng, accdém- 
panied by two brass bands, to Halloway jail, 
where fourteen suffragets are said to be on 
hunger strike. They circled the jail twice, 
singing “ The March of the Women” and 
cheering for their imprisoned comrades. The 
object of the demonstration was to encourage 
the hunger strikers. 


Mrs. Pankhurst is Liberated. 

Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the suffraget 
leader, was released on probation from Hol- 
loway jail tills morning after having been on 
a “hunger strike” since she was sentenced, 
only nine days ago, to three years of penal 
servitude. ; 

Under the terms of her release she must 
report at frequent intervals to the police. In 
case she commits any misdemeanor she is lia- 
ble to immediate arrest without a warrant 
and must then serve out her full term. 


Placed in a Sanitarium. 

The intention of the authorities is to allow 
her to be free only until she regains her 
strength. Friends of the suffraget leader 
say her condition is grave. She was taken 
at once to a sanitarium.

Sacramento, Cal., April 12.—The final draft 
of the proposed anti-alien land law that is to 
take the place of all the bills that have been 
introduced relating to the same subject was 
adopted by the senate late today on second 
reading and will come up for final passage in 
the upper house of the legislature next Mon- 
day. 

Senator Newton W. Thompson of Los 
Angeles, acting on behalf of the judiclary 
committee, prepared the measure in its pres- 
. ent form. 


Provisions of the Measure. 

The principal provisions are as follows: 

* Section 1. No alien shall acquire title te 
or own or hold real property within this state, 
or any interest therein, or take or acquire 
or hold same by devise, descent, purchase, or 
otherwise, except as in this act provided. 

“Section 2. (A) Any alien may hereafter 
acquire by purchase, or otherwise (excepting 
by devise or descent, which are hereinafter 
provided for) any right, title, or interest in 
or to any real property situated in this state 
and may hold the same for the period of one 
year after the date of so acquiring such title, 
right, or interest, but no longer. At the ex- 
piration of said period:of one year, all real 
property so held by such alien and all right, 
titte, and interest therein so held by such 
alien shall be subject to escheat to the state 
of California, and proceedings for such pur- 
pose shall be taken as hereinafter provided.” 


Governs Property by Descent. 

Subdivision B relates to property ac- 
quired by devise or descent, and provides 
that it may be held for a period of one year 
after the date of final distribution, when it 
shall become subject to escheat to the state, 
as in subdivision A. 

Section 3 of the act prescribes the same 
limitations for corporations, whether formed 
under the provisions of the laws of Califor- 
nia or of any other state or country, “ a ma- 
jority of the issued and outstanding capital 
stock of which shall be owned or held by any 
alien or aliens.” 

Section 4 relates to contracts and leases 
and reads as followa: 

“ No contract, agréement, or lease whereby 
real property, or any interest therein, is Rere- 
after let, leased, or rented for a longer period 
than three years shall be made to any alien 
or to any corporation of the class described 
in section 3 of this act, and no renewal or 
extension of any such contract, lease, or 
agreement shall be made extending said 
period of three yéars.”’ 


Prospective Citizens Exenipted, 

Property may be conveyed to’ another 
alien or alien corporation, to be held for a 
period not exceeding one year. It is provided 
that “if any such conveyance shall be made . 
with the intent or for the purpose of evading 
the provisions of this act, such conveyance 
shall render the property thereby conveyed 
subject to escheat to the state of California 
for the benefit pf the state school fund.” 

The property Fights conveyed through cit- 
izenship are defined In section 6 as followst 

“ Nothing In this act shall apply to any real 
property acquired, owned, or held by any 
alien who shall have declared hisintention of 
becoming a citizen of the United States, ace 
cording to law, or who shall have become a 
citizen of the United States, or to any reali 
property acquired, owned, or held by any cor- 
poration, the owners of the majority stocks 
of which shall have declared their intention 
of be citizens of the United States,

The report of the committee on revision will 
be made on Thursday, but its recommenda- 
tions have become known with the result 
that discussion of revision bids fair to over- 
shadow the rival candidacies of the three 
women who are making a sharp race for 
president general. 

Two of the proposed amendments have been 
before previous congresses, and have been 
voted upon adversely after a sharp orator 
ical conflict lasting many hours. 


Plan to Cut Down Delegates 

The first amendment has to do with the 
representation of the chapters tn the con- 
gress itself. Under the present constitution 
each chapter is represented tn the congress 
by its regent and one delegate for its first 
fifty members and one for each fifty members 
after the first hundred members have been 
attained. This has resulted in a membership 
in the congress of this year of 2,110 dele- 
gates entitled to a vote upon all questions. 

The proposed change would give to each 
chapter its regent, one delegate for the first 
100 members, another delegate when the 
membership has reached 3800, and a delegate 
for each additional 200 members in the con-

It is the expression of deliberate 
and painstaking experiment in avoiding everything that has been 
done before, or in developing some especial technical means. Thus 
does Busoni experiment with chords of the seventh, ninth, and 
thirteenth in the prelude to his *‘ Fantasia Contrapunctistica’.”

Can the New in Art Be Inspircd? 

The conductor—on being appealed to—was disposed to view the 
futurists in music with more sympathy. “ Of course they experl- 
ment. How else is the art to advance? We can feel freely and 
can achieve spontaneous expression orily in an idiom that is estab- 
lished. There is but one way to write music that is new. The 
composer must resort to deliberate calculation. Because its re« 
sults are new this calculation impresses us as strange and there< 
fore as forced and unnatural. But as we assimilate it its logie 
is discovered and where there is logic in music there also is beauty 
and the possibility for inspired, spontaneous, and convincing ex. 
pression. Do yow recall the orchesfra’s first performances of 
Debussy’s prelude, ‘The Afternoon of a Faun’? No one under 
stood it and many of the critics were prompt to condemn it. 
Now we see that they were a little hasty, for the cultured world 
has accepted it as an expression rare in its measure of poetic 
fantasy and sensuous beauty.”

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HE ssihcainaa sets exhibition will close 
on Wednesday. Its record of attend- 
dance has been phenomenal. Opening 
March 24, with 1,802 visitors, it at- 
tracted 12,632 on the first free day, 
over 17,500 each on the first Saturday and 
Sunday, increasing to 22,500 on the second 
Saturday and Sunday. The largest pay day 
attendance up to last Wednesday was on 
Tuesday, April 4 when 6,041 were regis- 
tered. Probably these figures will be ex- 
ceeded during the last week of the show. 
These crowds have been due partly, of 
course, to the sensational features of the 
exhibition, but largely to a more legitimate 
¢uriosity on the part of the public, and in- 
terest among students and artists, The 
ultimate effect cannot be foreseen, but it 
can hardly fail to be stimulating and far 
reaching. It is good for us Anglo-Saxons, 
whose intellectual processes are too good 
humoredly and tolerantly indefinite to be 


“brought up with a shock against the precise 


abstractions of, for exantple, the cubists. 

These cubist pictures seem to me, as! grow 
more familiar with them, a curious example 
of the logical exactness and consistency of 
the Latin mind, its wy of carrying an idea 
to its legitimate conclusion, regardless of 
the contradictions and whimsicalities which 
always, in real life, prevent a mathemat- 
ically exact result. This trait proves at omce 
a strength and a weakness in those projec- 
tions of the intellect upon plastic form which 
we call art. It gives clearness of definition, 
but perhaps too great clearness of definition; 
it pushes theory Into formula, freedom into 
gonvention. It makes of art, not the spon- 
taneous expression of personality, but the 
bending of personality to the drastically log- 
4cal expression of an idea. 

-o- 

Thus the mental processes of Francis Pica- 
bia are faultless; his reasoning hasa precision 
so beautiful one arrives at the result, his 
pictures, with a quoderat demonstrandum 
sense of triumph. Ifa picture may be proved 
great art, surely here the demonstration has 
been made, and all questions and cavilings 
should be throttied. Hutchins Hapgood, in 
@ recent article, reports as follows, though at 
greater length, Picabia’s presentation of his 
§deas during a conversation in New York: 

* Aristotle said that artis a copy of life, but 
@hat is exactly what artis not. Art ls a suc- 
cessful attempt to render external an in- 


‘ ternal state of mind or feeling. Great art 


has always been crystaMized feeling which 
in itself is unseem Photography hag helped 
art to realize consciously its own neture, 
which is not to mirror the externa) world 
but to make real, by plastic meams, internal 
menta! states. The camera cannot reproduce 
a mental fact; logically, pure art cannot re- 
produce a material fact. So art and pho- 
tography are opposites, and absolutely con- 


' gistent art would make no attempt to repro- 


duce subjects at al!.’’ 

Attempting absolute consistency, Picabia 
would have his pictures contaém no objects— 
they should mirror nothing in the external 
world. “Art deals with 
fundamental soul states. Suppose the artist 
bas felt the quality of skyscrapersend th 
to reproduce it. This experience has affected 
bis mood, and he renders plastic that mood 
ov the canvas. But the piefpre has no silt 
e@craper in it, and no city.” j

through the various artistically noted Chi- 
nese dynasties to the reign of the great Man- 
chu Chien-Lung in the eighteenth century. 
The ancient Chou bronzes have gained 
@ wonderful green*patina with time, but 
this has not obliterated the low relief pat- 
tern decoration, which is extremely beau- 
tiful. From the-Han perlod@’of about the 
time of Christ we havé, besides two fine 
bronzes, a few blue and silver bowls and 
jars of the earliest glazed pottery, also <cwo 
curiously primitive pottery figures. Of the 
Tang period—600 to 900—are some fine peices 
in gray, yellow, and blue’ glazes; also a few 
horses and other animals, and a pair of 
figures on horseback, tn various glazes, whose 
closely simplified beauty of design is the 
kind of thing which many modern artists 
in their intense love of errr forms, try 
in vain to attain. 
Some bowls of cream, white, Tong-yoa 
ware, of the Sung period, are of marvelous 
delicacy, showing a fine rellet design under 
the glaze. Collectors who used to be satis- 
fied with Ming vases are digging ever deeper 
into the past of the potter's art, and these 


delicate creations, outlasting a dozen cen- 


.turies of dynastic wars, are of incredible 


preciousnesa. The brief Yuan period, which 
followed Sung, is represented by a few spe- 
cimens of pottery, and then comes the long 
and rich Ming period, whose emperors made 
vases instead of wars, an@ were more ab- 
sorbed in the color of a glaze than in the 
deepest dye of statecraft. 

The twenty-five Ming pieces include some 
fine single color -percelaim jars. The cela- 


dons especially are beautiful, and there is 


an exquisite figure of Kwannan in whike 
porcelain. From the Kang-Hsi period, 
Shakspeare’s own, we have vases in biue 
and white, famille.verte, yellow, black, sang- 
de-boeuf, etc., though no veritable peach- 
blows. The Yung-Cheng and Chien-Laung 
centuries increase the number of colors and 
continue the tradition of marvelous work- 
manship. 

A few fine carved jades and crystals come 
from this period. There are several 4ine 
old Chinese rugs, a case of Korai ware from 
Corea, a few Japanese brocades, and fifty

In many of the small- 
er progressive communities of this country 
some of the local tradesmen have clubbed 
together to buy motor equipment on the co- 
operative plan. 

Even in so small a place as Rushville, m., 
with a population of only 2.000, the grocers 
are doing their delivery work with two motor 
wagons on a codperative basis.

The question of time schedules for food 
Gelivery by motor is important, especially 
to wholesale and chain store retail grocers, 
for it affects the economy of a power vehicle 
as Well as the condition of the food trans- 
ported. Naturally a power wagon wili earn 
money in proportion to the tonnage carried 
and the mileage covered. The tonnage is lim- 
ited by the carrying capacity. The mileage, 
however, is governed by several items, most 
important of whith is the standing time of 
the motor truck while it is being logded and 
when it stops for deliveries. The loading 
time can be lessened by the use of duplicate 
bodies, loading nests, special crates or trunks, 
etc., which can be filled at leisure and placed 
on the power wagon without waste of time. 

Haworth & Dewhurst, wholesale grocers of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., are saving 10 per cent of 
their delivery cost by keeping one extra body 
in the warehouse and loading it when the op- 
portunity affords, removing the empty body 
when the truck arrives and dropping the 
loaded one on the chassis by an electric crane. 

Other merchants use a nest which they load 
st leisure and push bodily into the body of ‘ 
their machine. Still others use trunks or 
crates, a number of which can be quickly 
loaded and as easily dropped off at the vari- 
ous stopping places for which they are in- 
tended. 
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The most difficult problem to regulate is 
the time consumed in unloading goods at the 
retail groceries and at the homes of the ulti- 
mate consumers. 

The obvious remedy, and one already ecom- 
ing into vogue, is to préearrange times for 
schedule deliverics. This means that con- 
signees would have to make special provision 
for receiving goods at stated hours and be 
ready and waiting for the powerwagon when 
it arrives. 

In some case it will pay to have a mechan- 
feal device for unloading. A simple ware- 
house or jib crane is inexpensive to install 
and convenient to operate. In the more pre- 
tentious establishments, chutes or belt con- 
veyors, telpher systems, etc.. may be uscd 
both for wading and unloading power wag- 
ons. 

The proper design of bodies for motor 
trucks is of much importance in its effect 
on the utility and economy of the machines. 
Special compartments for fragile goods, re- 
frigerating chambers for perishable food- 
stuffs, runways for sliding crates or de- 
mountable bodies, extra entrances in the roar 
or sides of the body for conveniently reach. 
ing certain compartments, sliding doors be- 
hind the driver to enable him to reach or 
step into the vehicle body direct from his 
seat—these and many other conveniences 
lend: themselves readily to the design of mo- 
tor truck bodies to suit particular con‘i- 
tions, and often result in the purchase of ma- 
chines when otherwise the sale might hang 
fire for yearn 

Many who read this article will want to 
know how many years’a wagon lasts 
in grocery service, and how. much it costs to 
operate. Definite statements of this kiad 
hhve‘often appeared in print, but not one of 
them is correct, except so far as it may apply 
to a particular installation the costs of which 
have been analyzed by a competent account- 
ant. 

The “life” of a motor truck, expressed in 
years or miles, depends mostly upon the 
care that is taken of it. John Muldoon, a 
professional operator in Chicago, who has 


twenty-four machines, states unequivocally 
that with proper care ard administration a 


motor wagon wil! last forever. He himself 
has an old one ton machine [bought on April 
15, 1904), that has run 135,000 miles, and to- 
day isin better condition than when it was 
purchased. There is in Chicago a 1,000 pound 
machine that is still in service after 180,000 
milés of road service. Six motor buses on a 
certain route have run a total of 1,200,000 
miles and are still averaging as well now 
as when they began service. And one of the 
largest American manufacturers of motor 
ucks can point to hundreds of its machines 
some of them eighteen years old] that have 
passed the 100,000 mile mark and still going 
strong. 
If these old models can run 200,000 miles 
without wearing out, how many miles will u 
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new and up to date machine Fun, aivtatis 


better proportioned, better designed, made 
of vastly superior matéfial, and operated in 
the light of modern knowledge on motor 
_ Wagon administration? 

‘Burely 200,000 miles iv a conservative esti- 
mate, even under ordinary conditions, for the 
“life” of a well kept motor truck. At fifty 
miles a day, 800 days a year, this means a 
working Mfe of over. thirteen years; or a 
yearly. deprce'aiton of less than 8 per cent. 
For a horse to do the same mileage, at fifteen 
miles a day, 300 working days. a year, he 
woul? have to be in continuous service for 
over forty-four years, which ie about four 
times as long as he would usually gat, even 
in easy delivery ee: 


Regarding the cost of operation, the only 
answer is; ‘It all depends upon conditions.” 

There are two groups to be. made of the 
cost charges. The first includes the “ fixed” 
chargés, such as interest on the investment, 
Wages, garage expenses, insurance, taxes, 
These are independent of the 
mileage, except in the case where extra wages 
must be figured in ap overtime when more 
mileage is made than carl be covered In a 
day’s work. 

The other group comprises.the “ variable” 
charges, which are usually proportional te 
the mileage.’ Phese include the cost of tires, 
repairsand replacements, gasolipe. oll. waste, 
grease, and depreciation figured On a mileage 
basis. 

It is obvious, therefore, that since ali of 
these items are never the game for any two 
concerns, no definite stasement on operating 
costs can be made. Hach case must be 
worked out on its own merits. 

On the general proposition whether or not 
a motor wagon will pay th a particular case 
there are many things to take Into considera- 
tion. Some of these are:. 

WIll motors effect a saving in present de- 
livery costs?, 

Is the adjacent territory, at present too far 
off to cover with horse delivery, worth de- 
veloping with motor trucks? 

What is it worth to be able to make deliv- 
erles on icy or snow covered streets, or under 
a broiling sun, when ordinary horse wagon 
service js demoralized or temporarily out of 
business? 

Ig it vital to be able to work one’s delivery 
equipment overtime in the “ rush ’’ season, 
with the assurance that it will be just as 
efficient the next day? 

What does it mean to you in dollars and 
cents to be considered up to date? 

Do your customers insist upon prompt 
deliveries at stated nowy 80 many times a 
day? 

Do your present horse wagons take, so 
long to cover their routes’that perishable 
food is delivered in poor condition to your 
furthermost customers? 

Are you equipped to answer a telephone 
call to deliver groceries five or six miles away 
within the next half hour, or would you have 
to let your rival take the order and probably 
the customer, too, because you couldn't de- 
liver the goods on time?

These and many other questions intimate- 
ly concern the advisability of useing moto? 
delivery. 

There are many who will say: “‘ Yes, that's 
all well, but I'm doing a comfortable business 
now and making a decent living under the o:d 
conditions. I’m satisfied. I don’t need mo- 
tors.”’

New Card Game Called Nada Ex- 
ploited in California. 


LONDON AISO TAKES IT UP. 


Play Reverse. of Contestants 
Bidding to Lose Tricks. 


. | BY A. R. METCALFE. 

There is a new card game called “‘ Nada,” 
which has been. exploite@ in Celifornta and 
London byt not.in any intermediate points 
at this writing. The game is virtually a re- 
verse of bridge, That is, players bid to lose 
a’ certain number of tricke instead of win- 
ning them. 

Por instance, in Nada a player May say 
seven tricks, diamonds barred. This means 
that the opponents may name'any suits for 
trumps except diamonds and the Sdder 
agrees tp take not more than six tricks, Tie 
suits ranke as In bridge, with grand corre- 
sponding to the bridge notrump. A suit once 
barred .may. not be trumps in that particular 
deal, 

After seven tricks,. diamonds barred, the 
next player may name a trump or bid eight 
tricks—that is, bid to lose eight tricks and 
bar another suit. Special scores are given 
for Nils, whieh ie a contract to take not 
more-than‘two tricks: Grand Nils, a contract 
to take not more than one;trick, or Nada, 
which means to take no at all. 


Mrs. Virginia Meyer Inventor. 

Mrs. Virginia M. Meyer of San Francis:o 
invented the game and introduced it to Dal: 
ton of the Portland club in London. The fol- 
lowing suggestions for good play by Mrs.

We were besieged there 
for eight days. The battle was fought from 
9: at night until 2 in the morning. I tele- 
graphed President Diaz for protection, and 
he sent troops to protect the American prop- 
erty, placing the town under martial law, 
taking the authority away from the local of- 
ficers. f 

After showing in Monterey one day we 
loaded the show on Mexican cars and went 
across 400 miles of Mexico, showing all the 
towns between Zacatecas and the City of 
Mexico, coming back in the spring via Ei 
Paso. While we were in Mexico a number of 
working people were taken down wito sma!!- 
pox. Because of this I had a great dea! of 
trouble getting through New Mexico and 
Colorado—so much trouble, in fact, that I 
closed the show and shipped home to Evans- 
ville. 

I was quarantined im Houston, Tex., when 
I was with Sam McF lynn one season. Sma!l- 
pox broke out—139 cases of it—and the mayor 
closed up my show right after I had made 
@ balloon ascension. Fifteen thousand peo- 
ple had bought tickets for my performance, 
but as the churches, theaters, and all other 
places of amusement had been closed, I had 
to shut down, too. I was quarantined al) 
winter, but Sam.managed to get back to 
Davenport. . ,

: Charity Not Forgotten. 

When I was exhibiting my museum in the 
winter in Memphis a big fire broke out at 
the corner of Giocia and Main streets. The 
walis of the building fell into the street, kill- 
ing two men, wounding eighteen. I played a 
benefit, giving the entire receipts of the 
show and what I solicited from the board of 
trade men—something like $2,000—to the chief 
of the firé department for the maintenance of 
the children made orphans by the fire. I 
mention this fact because it had a bearing 
on a later occurrence. 

In the ‘88 election I was indicted by the 
grand jury for illegal voting and intimidation 
at the polls in Memphis. I was arrested in 
Little Rock by United States Marshal Falk- 
enberg and taken back to Memphis to be 
‘thrown in jail. I sent for the chief of the 
fire department. He remembered the benefit 
"performance I had given and went among 
the cotton merchants and got a $10,000 bond 
for me to appear in the United States court. 
I was cleared. The expense of the tnial was 
$4,800. . 

I was the originator of. the 10 cent show. 
Many years ago I worked for old John Na- 
than.. One day I said: “ Uncle John, what 
are you going t@ do in this country when the 
show business gets different?” He was an 
old. country showman. ‘“‘ Why,” he says, 
“*géeduce the price of admission.”

There is lote of pleasure in poultry keeping; 
It has a fascination not to be found in other 
lines, and it offers the boy an opportunity to 
make money without interfering with his 
studies.

It gives him 
actual business ideas not to be gotten from 
his studies or from running avout the streets 
with other boys. 

-. The average boy will take readily to the 
work. To him chickens are pets, to start 
with; he likes them because they are alive; 
he takes ‘pn interest in feeding them, watch- 
ing ‘them run about, and soon learns that 
they appreciate kind treatment. 
* 
Boy Learns to Be Kind. 

If the boys gets to thet poipnt, and most 
boys will, you may rest assured he will look 
after hie charges and not neglect them at any 
time. Of course boys are beys and need 
watching, but there is Httle watching neces- 
sary when. they. keep chickens. 

Most boys want pets, some dogs, some cats, 
some rabbits, and so on, something alive, 
Then why not give them pets which'pot alone 
pay for-their keep but also net 4 profit and 
help re@uce the grocery and butcher bills 
There is something to such pets—yes, more 
to it than most fathers and mothers realize. 

I venture to say if more boys in the larger 
citles had pets there would be less bad boys, 
and less criminally inclined young men. If 
the boys had poultry to look after at home 
they would not be found loitering about pool 
rooms. They would be home boys, wader 
the eyes of their parents or guardians, and 
they would be good boye, honest boys, and 
kind hearted boys. . 

Poultry reising will make the boy thought- 
ful. He will soon learn that forgetfulness 
means loss. There are many details to this 
work, and all of these details are !mportant. 
To carry them out successfully requires 
thoughtfulness and system. As he progresses 
in his work he realizes more and more the 
importance of attending to each detail, and 
knows that none of them can be safely for- 
gotten. 

‘By associating with hts Mttle flock the boy 
learns to be kind to animals, which tends to- 
wards making him kind to his fellow men. 
This kindness grows on him in a natural 
way, and kindness awakened in this man- 
ner cannot possibly slumber in after years. 

To keep poultry successfully requires some 
bookkeeping. An accurate account should 
be kept on expenses and receipts. This will 
give the boy a chance te get practical experi- 
ence in this kind of work, and teach him to 
be accurate in everything which involves 
dollars and cents It will also teach him 


penditures, for it won't take him long to learn 
the necessity of holding down the expenges in 
order to have a surplus ifn the treasury. 
- * 
Now the Time to Start. 

If the boy is Industrious he will learn te 
use tools; thue he will be able to build his 
own coops and repair many things about the 
plant. He can also learn to make many of 
his appliances, such as water fountains, feed 
hoppers, nest boxes, shipping cooks, roosts, 
dropping boards, feed bins, brood coops, ete. 
This gives the boy practical manual train- 
ing, and at the eamre time saves consider- 
ably on the expense account. 

Aside from the education the boy may 
get from this line of work, the poeeibilities 
of making money are favorable. I know of 
boys who are buying all their own clothes 
and saving money for a ccllege education 
from the proceeds of backyard poultry plants. 
The investment to start the boy in thie bust- 
ness is not heavy, in fact, it is much lese than 
most parents think. Start him in a modest 
way, and let the litth poultry farm grow 
with the boy. | 

Now is the time to start. Help him to de+ 
cide on the breed to be kept. Don't let him 
have more than one breed to start with, and 
do not pe@mit him to have anything but 
thoroughbred stock. He will take more in- 
terest in nice looking well bred birds. They 
will cost little more, and will do much bet- 
ter. It will aleo give him a chance to sell 
eggs for hatching, and surplus etock at good 
prices. 

Hither buy ,.him some chicks or eggs for 
hatching. You can have the chicks shipped 
to you by express, and they can then be 
given to hens or put inté.a@/brooder, the latter 


The surplus 
can easily be disposed of, and of course one 
must make some allowances for losses,

achieved. 


Given a good sunny yard, the character of 
the soil is the. one big factor in choosing the 
right kind of vegetables to grow for largest 
profits. The size of the garden is also of great 
importance, as a small space naturally makes 
it impossible for you to grow crops like corn 
and potatoes, on account of the rather large 
amount of land they require. 


If your land is heavy, lumpy, and hard to 
cultivate it is advisable to keep away from 
root crops like radishes, beets, and turnips.

It looks so nice, warms 
up so early, and is so easily kept free from 
weeds he is all enthusiasm at planting time. 
Later on in the summer, when the dog days 
come, the pleasant sandy soil loses its water 
and the later crops come to an untimely end, 
unless given special care. 

A sandy soll with a clay subsoil ts fine for 
spring vegetables because it starts them off 
so early and they reach market size while 
prices are high, but sand is of small value for 
later crops like corn and potatoes and toma- 
toes. It contains mighty little plant food at 
the start and the rain and wind soon remove 
that little. 


If yours is a sandy soll you may prepare to 
fertilize it with stable manure and bone meal 
and phosphate rock and a number of other 
things before many crops have been taken off. 


Of course, this makes gardening less prof- 
itable,. late in the season especiaily, but the 
high prices obtained for early stuff balance up 
pretty well. Furthermore, the back yard 
gardener must use the soil he has to the best 
advantage, as he has no choice of soile. If 
your sandy soil ie not ight enough to blow 
over the fence, put in lote of stable manure 
to enrich and bind it, and grow early’crops, 
melons, and cucumbers. If it is clear — 
gtow chickens, 


Another profitable back yard industry is bee 
keeping. It has often been heralded as the 
royal road te wealth, but there are compéra- 
tively few places in town where bees can 
be kept profitably because of the lack of feed- 
ing places for them. 


The success of bee keeping depends entire- 


ly upon the food supply. A few hives in your 
yard will pay mighty well if there is plenty 
of clover within a mile of you, but this is 
lacking in most locations in the city. Single 
hives have been known to produce from §30 
to $50 worth of honey in a season, but the 
average profit is probably about $16 in an or- 
dtnary inconsiderabte

Byes 
easily enough learned if you put a roll- 
ing stone on an incline it will go to the bot 
tom, but the possessors of fairly good eyes 
have not yet learned all that may happen 
when great waves of hot and cold air meet, 
because air is not so visible ag rolling stones. 


Men will not trust a clumsy handed person 
with cut glass or china, but they not infre- 
quently trust their lives to men of clumsy 
minds. minds which have no brake or con- 
trol of any sort. Then when accidents occur 
they cannot discover the cause, especially if 
it is a great one. They cannot see a mind, 
and, besides, accidents can always be as- 
cribed to chance. 


But for the last quarter of a century a 
great number of men have been hunting 
Cause to the places of her inmost retirement, 
routing Chance at every step of the way. 
Cause seeking has been one and the same 
thing as science, the finding out, the discov- 
ery of every why and wherefore. Strangely 
enough, some men, as some men even today— 
gamblers—sought as diligently for the laws 
of hazard as men seek for the determinating 
causes of things.

tion between those phenomena which obeyed 
harmonious laws established once for al 
and those things attributed ¢o chances, 
those things which could not be foreseen be- 
cause they rebel at all law. In any domain 
precise laws did not decide everything, but 
only ‘the iimits between which» chance 
worked.” 

But this conception is no longer ours, says 
the French scientist. We have become abso- 
wute determinists, All phenomena have 
causes and an infinitely powerful spirit. Itis 
the cause of our weakness and feebleness 
that we should have such a word as chance. 
And even taking the feebleness of humanity 
into consideration, that which is chance to 
the ignorant is no longer hazard for the man 
of knowledge. Hazard is only the measure 
of our ignoraneé. Chance phenomena are 
by definition those of whose laws we are ig- 
norant. 

This avthor goes en to modify his state- 
ment to the effect that not all phenomena 
of which we are ignorant are by any means 
chance phenomena, although these may seem 
@o for the reason that the cause is so slight 
that we cannot see it. His first illustration 
l@ that of trying to stand a cone on its point. 
Tt will surely fall down, but on which side? 
This seeme to be a matter of chance. But as 
@& matter of fact there may be some slight 
imperfection in its symmetry, one side heav- 
jer than the other, and. this is what deter- 
mines the direction of its fall. Even if it is 
@ perfect cone, a mere breath will determine 
on which side it will go. Both are tiny 
causes but equally sure in their effect, 

If, says M. Poincaré, we could know the 
exact laws of nature ard the situation of the 
universe at a giveu minute we couid 
predict what would be the situation of the 
universe a minute after. But We seldom 
do know the natural laws, nor do we know 
the very tiny things in initial. conditions 
which engender very great final phenomena 
or bring about disaster which seems to be 
entirely beyond human estimating: A little 


mous error at the last, so prediction be- 
comes impossible and everything seeme to 
depend ubon chance.

HICAGO.—[Forward to the Land 
Bureau.J—In Tus TRIBUNE columns 
will you please publish the facts about 
Alger county, northern Michigan? 
What crops can be raised, etc.? I 

understand there are some stumps left op 
the ground in parts of the county. How 
would it be possible to get rid of these stumps 
at reasonable expense? J. ¥. 

The following information is taken from a 
soil survey of Alger county made by the 
bureau of soils of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture in 1904: 

“ With only a few exceptions the farmers 
own the land which they cultivate. Many 
are still in debt for their land, but in most 
cases it was contractéd for under such easy 
conditions that the payments will be made 
without difficulty. The average size of 
farms, as given in thé twelfth census—of 
1900—is 117 acres, but the average amount of 
- @leared land on each farm is less than twenty 
acres. The greater part of the land has not 
_ been divided into farms (this was in 1904). 

but ts owned or controlled by large mining 
or lumbering companies. It is not the in- 
tention of these corporations to hold this 
land indefinitely, but to dispose of it as soon 
as the more valuable timber has been re- 
moved. 

“The largest and most valuable crops of 
the area is potatoes, and about 30,000 bushels 
Were produced.in the present year (1904). Of 

7 erops not enough is grown to supply 
the needs of the area. Hay ranks next to 
potatoes in value. ~Timothy is a sure crop 
and itis grown to the exclusion of other 
grasses wherever the land is cleared, much 
of, the-hay produced being of no expense to 
the farmer other than tne cost of cutting and 
ge A considerable acreage is devoted 

Oats, and the average yield is about thirty- 

bushels per acre. Wheat is not widely 

_but the yields are fairly good. No 

patie Sat aA af A too short 
and the nights too cool for it to mature."’ 

“A wide variety of fruits and vegetables 
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may be grown and the farmers cannot be too 
earnestly urged to take up the cultivation. 
of these profitable crops. The peach tree 
invariably winter kills, but other fruit trees 
do well and the fruit is of excellent quality. 
The difference in the time of ripening puts 
many kinds of fruit grown here out of com- 
petition with that of other localities. The 
cherry, for instance, ripens in, the fall and 
should bring a fancy price in the market. 
Among the small fruite strawberries make 
heavy yields and the fruit ts large and of fine 
flavor. Gooseberries, raspberries, blackber- 
ries, and blueberries, grow wild and large 
quantities. espetially of the blueberries, ar 

picked and shipped to the Chicago market. 

“The area is well supplied with railroads. 
The Duluth, South Shore, and Atlantic raii- 
road and the Munising railroad traverse the 
area from east to west and furnish rapid 
communication with Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Grand Rapids, and the copper and iron min- 
ing regions... Munising has an excellent har- 
bor, and, while the shipping by water is very 
light at present, it will doubtless be of much 
importance in the future. 

“There ate few regions where the farm- 
ers have less competition for their products. 
Besides the local markets, which have never 
been supplied, the proximity of the area to 
the iron and copper mining regions insures 
a ready market for all farm produce that can 
be furnished in this area. The products that 
could be most profitably grown to supply 
this market are vegetables, fruits, and dairy 
products.” 

For information on the cost of clearing land 
I would suggest that you write to the United 
States department of agriculture for its bul- 
letin No. 150, entitled " Clearing New Land.”

Rusk County. Wisconsin. 

Chicago.—[ Forward to the Land Bureau. !— 
Would you be kind enough to give me some 
information about Rusk county, Wis.. near 
Ladysmith? Is this land safe to buy, and do 
you think it will be of any value? Isit fertile 
land? Can a man with small means go up 
there and doanything with it? Would thank 
you kindly for any information whatever.

There is no federal soil survey of Rusk 
county, Wis. The following description of 
the county and ite possibilities is taken from 
@ report of the Wisconsin bureau of labor 
and industrial statistics: 

“ Rusk county Is located in the northwest- 
érn part of the state of Wisconsin. It is 
intersected by the Chippewa river and Its 
numerous branches beading to the northeast. 
The area is 916 square miles. The population 
in 1910 was 11,160, About one-fifth of the 
population Is foreign born, Canadians and 
Germans being the most numerous. The total 


farm area in 1905 was $0,008, of which amount 
only 16,237 acres wereimproved land. There 
was little farming in what is now this county 
prior to 1800. A vast amount of timber has 
been cut, leaving large areas open to settle 
ment. The total amount which has been 
occupied for agricultural purposes is less 
than 15 per cent of the available land of the 
county. 

“The western part of the county is rough 
end hilly as a result.of ridges and glacial 
moraines, while the eastern partis modified 
mainly by etream erosion through which hills 
and valleys have been formed. It contains 
a few swamps, though entirely free from 
lakes. The soll is mainly a clayéy loam, 
varying tolighter loam. A variable amount 
of bowlders is scattered throughout parts of 
the surface, though generally not to such an 
extent as to interfere permanently with cult!- 
vation. ) 

“There are some large stretches where 
bowlders are entirely absent. The forest 
growth of this county is mainly birch, maple. 
and hemlock, with some white pine, but most 
of the latter has beencut. In sections where 
farms have been cleared the soil shows itself 
capable of producing good crop® of grain, 
grasses, corn, and potatoes. This soll is well 
adapted to the maintenance of an excellent 
dairy and livestock industry. ‘The principal 
products of the county are oats, corn, and 
hay. The range of prices for cutover lands 
which can be brought under cultivation fs 
from $8 to $12 peracre. Improved farm lands 
sell at from $15 to $25 per acre, according to 
location and state of improvement. The 
county seat is at Ladysmith.’ 

x 
Good for Dairy Industry. 

While we have no federal soil survey of 
Rusk county, the southeastern portion of the 
county is included in a report on the soils 
and agricultural conditions of north central 
Wisconsin, made by Samuel Weidman, geoi- 
ogist, Wisconsin geological and history sur- 
vey. 

The area surveyed and covered by the re- 
port includes the counties of Portage, Wood, 
Clark, Marathon, Taylor, and Lincoln and 
adjoining portions of Langlade, Price, and 
Ruek. 

‘Ladysmith is situated in the central part 

of the coupfty and is not taken in by the 
survey, but was near the edge of it. The 
soil survey map, which accompanies the re- 
port. shows that the southeastern part of 
Rusk county is of the Kennan clay loam 
soll, with small areas 6f swamp here and 
there. 

The report says of this soil: 

“The area of this~loam formation, as 
shown on the map, is located tn southeast- 
ern Rusk, southern Price, and northwestern 
Lincoln counties. 
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“he surface of this formation is sloping 
an@ rolling, with here.and there broad, near- 
ly level.stretches.. It containsa few swamps, 
though entirely free from lakes. The gently 
sloping surface of this formation is in 
marked. contrast ‘with the hilly land of the 
Chelsea clay loam adjoining it on the south. 

“Ground water—The bouldery clay form- 
ing the upper portion of this formation is 
everywhere thick enough to retain sufficient 
moisture for the growth of all farm crops 
under ordinary conditions of rainfall. Where 
the land is gently sloping, the soil is iikely 
to remain wet for some time after heavy 
rains, but as adjoining lands are cleared and 
come under cultivation a more rapid surface 
drainage will be acquired. Wells in the area 
of this formation are generally wholly within 
giacial drift, are from 20 to 40 feet deep, and 
aupply an abundance of good water. 

“ But a small portion of the area of this 
soil has passed under cultivation. In all 
sections where farms have been cleared the 
soil shows itself capable of producing goo¢ 
crops of grain and grasses as well as corn and 
potatoes. The soil is well adapted to the 
growth of glass and olover and it should 
maintain with ease an excellent dairy and 
live stock industry.. Garden truck and smgll 
fruits can be grown in abundance.” 

As to whether a man with small means 
could make this land pay, that is a matter 
which rests largely with the individual and 
his knowledge of farming or ability to learn 
the rudiments of agriculture. We could not 
presume to say as to that, but you may be 
able to secure some information ag to the 
possibilities, markets, etc., from the Wis- 
consin state commissioner of immigration at 
Madison, Wis.

Chieago.—[{Forward* to the Land.J—I wish 
to ask if you have any information as to the 
soil conditions of a tract of land lying one 
mile and a half from Durant in the south- 
eastern part of Oklahoma, in Bryan county.

One of the prettiest illustrations of how 


housekeeping and the work sometimes 
called drudgery may be made a delight is 
set forth in a charming book read a gen- 
eration ago by young and old alike. it 
told how a family redeémed the labor of 
their home and converted it into a joy by 
the fashicn in which chey managed it; of 
the pleasure they felt in using their best 
things every day and knowing it was all 
right, since they themselves were to hanégle 
them, or as one of them put it that *‘ sné 
could stir her blanc mange with a silver 


*poon without being afraid the maid would 


take it the next day to life the ashes.” 

That comfort and enjoyment are within 
the reach of every one of us who is able to 
do her own housework. Why don’t more of 
us get the full good of what might be called 
the luxury of homemaking and look upon 
the things we do as u delight instead of 
drudgery ? 

Of course there is a risk here as there is 
everywhere. I know a housekeeper who 
rejoices in keeping no maid because of the 
lack of accountability it implies. ‘If she 
chooses to have breakfast late she is not 
bothered by the thought that the took is 
in a hurry to get the mea! out of the way 
and the dishes washed, and if she is not 
at Home in time to dinner she has’) no-com- 
punctions of conscience because she is 
detaining the maid over hours. No one is 
put out Dy the delay but the members of 
the family. 

It must be owned that her plan has its 
advartages, but to my mind these are off- 
set by the drawbacks. Her house is never 
really in order; always there is something 
left undone, some odds and ends out of 
place. Her temperament enables her to 
bear these trifles with composure, but I 
notice that as her children are growing up 
they are restive under the easy going meth- 
ods which did not trouble them when they 
were younger. 

My correspondent has a far better ar- 
rangement than this. I wonder if she 
knows what a wise course she follows when 
she makes her children, boys ana girls, big 
and Little alike, féel their share in the 
home, their responsibility for its condi- 
tion! She is establishing the habit of sys- 
tem and of joyous system at that. Her 
remark that cleaning day is one of their 
happiest. days is illuminating. It shows 
that she does mot drive her children to 
their appointed tasks, but that she works 
with them and makes the duties a pleas- 
ure, 4 the youngsters almost always find 
the w 
their hearts!

System Gives More Leisure. 


To my mind one of the chief values of sys- 
tem in housework is that it gives time to do 
other things, All toil is the price we pay 
for leisure. We do the work which must 
be done in order to secure the opportunity 
to do other things we wish to do, not onhby 
to get the task itself out of the way. In 
fact, when we reach the point when we do 
any duty just because we have to’ we are 
are in a. rather forlorn condition. We have 


lost. siggt of the ideal part of the work and - 


4thab degeherated into haré labor. *’This 
only manner in which to restore joy to itis 
to alter the fashion in which it is done and 
then to put before us something elee with 
which to fill the time that remains to us 
after necessary occupations are accom- 
plished. . 

System possesses a double merit tn that 
it renders work interesting because of the 
way in which we do it as well ae provides 
the chance for us to get in the other things 
we care to do. Try it for a while if you 
have not already the habit, and see how it 
goes. Look at the ordinary day as though 
it came to you for the first time and NOte 
how much of system you put into it. Take

the letter which began this talk as a sug- 
gestion. 

Evidently from the time that the chil- 
dren of A. C. B. were old enough to pull 
off bedclothes and open windows they have 
been taught to imitate their mother’s 
course of stripping their bede and admitting 
the fresh air before they came to breakfast. 
The system has become part of their daily 
routine and they take it for granted as they 
would putting on their garments or com- 
ing down to the morning meal.

A. C. B. speaks of “ working backward 
from her orderly kitchen.’’ She leaves no 
loose ends behind her. She does not 
switch off from the business of washing 
and puting away dishes to rush up-to the. 
bed making, interrupt herself in the midst 
of this to run down and scour out the re- 
frigerator because the ice man may come 
at any minute, and hurry from this to dust 
the parlor in case unexpected company 
ghould call. 

We can only guess at the way she ap- 
points her other duties, but we are safe in 
inferring that they are turned off in like 
systematic fashion, 

She speaks of her ‘‘ monumental ” tasks, 
and the word does not seem misapplied 
when we think of all that is implied in 
keeping in sweet, clean order a nine room 
flat occupied by a family of six—four chil- 
dren—and doing all the work but that of the 
leundry,

W orking at Random. 

How, does, this plan, so far as we have 
considered it, compare with your own? 
De you make an outline of work and adhere 
te it, or are you drawn from it by a series 
of small interrupticns which you do not 
exert the strength to resist? 

I grant it is hard to pass coldiy by the 
unmade bed, the undusted piece of furni- 
ture, the unwashed cup and caucer because 
you are doing something else, and this 
would interfére with the line of your sys- 
tem, but, believe tne, in the end you save 
time by it. j 

More than this, you come to the end of 
your day less fatigued and with your mind, 
us well as your home, in a more orderly state 
than if you had yielded to each passing im- 
pulse and deflected the stream of your own 
energies into every byway that presénted 
itself. 

I havo spoken of the advantage of system 
in that it supplies you with time in which 
to do other things besides your regular 
work. What those ‘‘ other things "’ may be 
will be decided by your tastes and prefer- 
ences. 

Perhaps you belong to a club studying 
gome special brand of civics, or of art. or 
of literature, or something ‘else. Perhaps 
you are a member of a class or are pursu- 
ing by yourself a subject of compelling in-' 
terest. Perhaps you are devoted'to church 
or philanthropic work and long for leisure 
‘in which td make the mostofit. 
any orvall of these you will do better 


;

Recipes for Sweets. 

“Will some one be kind enough to send 
me -a recipe for chocolate wafers and for 
peppermint drops? Both of them are about 
the size and shape of a penny. M.C.” 


CREAM PEPPERMINTS—Make a stiff 


paste of a pound of sugar with four table- 
spoons of water, put over the fire, and leave 
it there until it just reaches the boiling 
point. Take it off.the moment it begins to 
bubble, stir until it cools partially, and e 
few drops of essence of peppermint—enough 
to suit the taste—and drop the candy from 
a teaspoon on waxed Paper, allowing 
enough to each portion to make a round 
the size of a penny. Care and practice will 
be required to get the skill to make the 
candies of uniform size. Set them in a 
moderately warm place until firm. 

CHOCOLATE WAFERS—Melt the sugar 
as directed in the preceding recipe. Heat 
in another vessel, set in boiling water four 
tablespoons of grated chocolate; add this 
to the sugar when the stage is reached 
to take it from the fire, and drop the wafers 
on the paper, as in the case of the pepper- 
mints. 

If any one knows another: recipe for 
chocolate wafers I would be giad to receive 
it and print it. Those made by the method 
I have deseribed are good, but Iam always. 
giad to print varied directions.

No Liquid or Baking Powder. 


‘In a recipe given for fruit cake there is 
no liquid or baking powder, Is this correct? 
I would Wke to try thid gecipe, but am in 
doubt... ce B. J.” 

No Hqtid is nesded in a fruit. cake made 
according to tke recipes by which I have 
prepared *t for yeare past. It is fihe a 
pound cake, where the eggs supply the 
only fluid needed beyond the brandy. My 
own recipe for fruitcake has a tabiespoon

of rosewater with it and ne other lijukt. 
The eggs raise it, so that baking powder 
is not demanded. 

“Will you kindly advise me concerning 
raised cake dough? I am fond of hcme 
made coffee cake, but mine does no. get 
just right. When done it always seems 
heavy and the holes are eo small. 

“Mrs. 1...” 

The following recipe for German coffee 
cake should produce good? results if the 
dough is well worked; allowed to rise the 
correct length of time, and baked in the 
right sort of oven—thet is, an oven ‘heated 
to the proper degree, I hope you may have 
success with it. 

Cream a cup of suger with a halt cup cf 
butter, add to these two cups of scaided 
milk, half a yeast cake dissolved in a cup 
of warm water, a half teaspoon of salt, and 
two well beaten eggs. Thicken with 
enough flour to make a batter that can be 
stirred witha spoon. Beat well, set to rise 
for about three hours, and@ when half its 
first bulk put in enough flour to make a 
dougtt you can roll out, Make it about an 
inch thick and put in long shaliow. pans, 
letting the loaves rise until light. Before 
putting the pans-in the oven sprinkle the 
top of the cake with bits of butter the size 
of a hickory nut and with a generous al- 
lowance of sugar to which you have added 
a little cinnamon, Bake for about thirty 
minutes in a rather slow oven, keeping the 
top of the cake covered with brown piper 
until almost done.

dinner, Our menu is chicken pile, mashed 
potato, pork and beans, Indian pudding, 
white and brown bread, mince and pumpkin 
pies, tea, coffee.

‘“* BRANDY SNAPS.—Heat half a cupful

molasses to the boiling point, add third of a 
cupful of butter, remove from the stove, 
and when the butter is melted, ad@ gradu- 
ally, stirring constantly, one cupful flour, 
mixed and sifted with one-third cupft! 
sugar, and three-fourths tablespoonful of 
ginger. Drop small portions from the spoon 
two inches apart on a well buttered inverted 
dripping pan, bake in a slow oven, cool 
slightly, and roll over the handle of a wood- 
en spade. Mrs. E. Vv. Ww." 

I am grateful for both these menus. Two 
more widely different it would be hard to 
find. I fancy the second one would meet 
the views of the correspondent who wishes 
to make rather a function of the repast.

Baste shoulder and Underarm seams and 
fit carefully, Put a tape around the waist, 
mark where the waist line goes. Gather in 
the fullness, front and back, and sew to a 
half-inch band. To avoid fullness over the 
hips the blouse may be cut away below the 
waist band, and a circular peplum added, or 
the back may be left full length and the full- 
ness cut away in front from the underarm 
geam, and a circular peplum added. 

* 
Putting on Finishing Touches. 

The blouse is now ready for the finishing 
touches: In the plain front between the 
group of side tucks cut an oval opening five 
inches widé and‘ending at the bust line in 4 
deep curve. The side lines are straight and 
extend from the shoulder seams.’ 

Turn back the crépe de chine and finish 
the opening with a satin covered cord. This 
may be the same<tone as the blouse or a 
touch of color can be introduced—as red if 
it is to be worn with a dark blue suit with 
red revers, described last week. 

The open space is filled in with a vest effect 
of the materiel. Thisis the only part of the 
blouse that is limed with a thin silk or mer- 
ceriged sateen. It is cut with the right sec- 
tion overlapping the left with the tops slight- 
ly curved and ending two inches and a halt ' 
from the base of the collar. 

Finish the left top with a satin cog like 
that around the opening and continue the 
cording of the right section down the center 
of the vest until it meets the lowest curve of 
the yoke. Trim with five buttons an eighth 
of an inch in diameter and simulated button- 
holes of cording or braid. 

This leaves a small, round opening at the 
top which is filled-with a shallow yoke of 
satin—worked in five rows of French knots to 
follow the curve of the vest. The plain satin 
collar. attached to this yoke has five réws 
of the-French knots around thetop. Thereis 
no trimming on the back of the biouse, the 
collar being stitched to the neck band. 

The one piece sleeves of this blouse give the 
popular long. shouldered effect in a novel 
way. They are sewed into a rather loose 
armhole with almost no fullness, just eased. 
The top fs a cap reaching to four and a half 
inches above the elbow, where it is finished 
with the satin cordiAg, To this is sewed the 
under sleeve that reaches to the wrist. It 
is fulled a little to the cap and the bottom 
is faced back, slashed at the seam for an inch 
with the corners. rounded. and the edge is 
finished with the cording. Five buttons and 
loops decorate the sleeve above the slash.

One pretty finish for neck and sleeves is to 
set on a hem one inch wide, of sheer lawn, 
and work a buttonhole on the outside at the 
front of the neck hem at the outside fold | 

of the sleeves, to run ribbon through. The | 
color shows through the lawn prettily, and 
long enough ends are allowed to make pretty 
bows. <A sealloped, embroidered edge is a 
lovely finish, and, with the addition of some | 
simple design in the middie front, it makes as 
pretty a gown as one need wish. 

One advantage in making a kimono gown 
is not having the opening to finish and but- 
tons and button holes to bother with.

NE-fourth of the Anglo-Indian popula- 

tion in India is supported by charity.

It isn’t druakenness which 
makes him an object of charity, for there is 
comparatively little drunkenness among the 
poor in India. Nor is it the seasonal trades, 
as it sometimes is with us, for work there is 
continuous the year round.

“ mutually agreed that if at any time during 
this engagement, either party desires to annul 
his. contract, it may be annulled by either 
party giving to the other two weeks’ notice.” 
>. Those are the very words plainly printed in 
every contract that is written on Broadway. 
But New York managers could found a school 
of art: for African Dodgers, such is the facil- 
ity of their evasive headpicees. : 
Of course it is a temptation to a man who 
has lost money on a production to grasp at’ 
a straw. And the constantly available straw 
of musical comedy producers is the breakfast 
“food of the bevy of chorus girls. Two weeks’ 
notice or two weeks’ salary is their rightful 
dug. But Mr. Producer has irrevocably sank‘ 
thousands in scenery and costumes. Shall, 
he add thereto a few hundreds more? Not 
vojuntarily.

Lawyer Fails to Help Matters. 

This was I taught by experience and a well 
known Broadway firm, one of the most que 
cessful companies producing tabloid niusical 
comedy for vaudeville. Precedent pointed -to 
a long season, thirty weeks or more, 60° we 
girls did. not grudge six weeks of rehears- 
ing. Rehearsals. are paid for in Austria} by 
the way. The thought is enough to make one 
unpatriotic. 

Well, we played two weeks in Jersey and 
were run back to New York to lay off: one 
week. That’s what we were told in Jersey. 
When we went to the office to find out our 
next. stand, we were nonchalantly informed: 


“But we Were given no notice.” 

“I ghould care,” said he. 

“We demand two weeks’ pay. We'll sue.” 

“©, you horrid suffragists, go ahead. If 
you are so crazy for your notice, you ‘can 
work it out. . We'll give you one date three 
weeks from now and the final week two weeks 
after that.” 

Of cofree I consulted my lawyer. “ With 
the ‘two weeks" clause in her contract, can’t 
a chorus girl collect?’ : 

“ Um—sometimes,” was his sage reply, “ but 
usually suffering is cheaper than suit. And 
in this case I am sorry to say they are tech- 
nically within the law. Five dollars, please.” 

Within the law! The artful dodgers? I 
mizht have taken it for granted and saved 
my five. We girls couldn’t waste seven weeks 
to get two weeks’ pay and they knew it. If 
we had known betimes,; we might have kept 
some of the wardrobe. It is considered a 
legitimate recourse among chorus people, but 
in reality it is more revengeful than remu- 
nerative. And ig a case where a few or only 
one person is involved, it bears an uncanny 
resemblance to stealing.

However righteous her cause,-one misused 
person is as forlorn as an invalid at a coun- 
try club.

One Saturday a few weeks later the whole 
company was not paid.’ On. week stands it is 
customary for the ghost to walk after the Sat- 
urday matinée so that the members of the 
company will have money to settle their hotel 
bills and regain ownership of their trunks be- 
fore leaving town Saturday night. 

This manager posted a bulletin postponing 
pay day till the following Tuesday. Protest 
availed nothing. Those who had no hoard 
had to borrow. . Those who couldn’t borro 
had to pawn. os 

Tuesday arrived. The money was not forth- 


_ coming. The principal combined with us of 


the ghorus who were already humming the 
Marseillaise, and together we plotted a play 
with a happy ending. . , 
Wednesday after the ¢urtain fell on the 
first act we refused to continue the matinée 
performance until we were paid. And to 
heighten the effect of the big scene, we had 
‘the sheriff of the town attach the scenery 
and baggage. The manager was forced to pay 
up to date and- also the sheriff's fee of $40. 
It is true that the acting manager for the 
firm, known professionally as the “man iu 
the front of the house,” has not the right of 
hire or fire without orders from the main of- 
fice. But when the company is a two sleeper 
jump from Times Square, a manager can 
appropriate as much authority as a consul 
on an island of an archipelago. There ‘s 
always free access to wireless; but somehow 
or other headquarters does not incline a sym- 
pathetic» ear to the long distant plaints of 


undertings.

Season in Canada Proves Good. 

That season we played back through Can- 
ada, but the foreign branch of my Iegal ednu- 
cation was agreeably neglected. Our manager 
either overlooked an opportunity to teach us 
what we didn’t know about Canadian law, or 
had not as yet brushed up on the loop holes. 
‘When I reached New York I had collected my 
full forty weeks’ salary. 

I breathed a sigh of relief—and signed up 
again with the same firm for the coming sea- 
son. They are among the largest producers 
of musical comedy. Although they are care- 
less of their employés’ rights and feelings, 
they furnish work to hundreds of chorus peo- 
ple yearly. This particular show was 4 
proved success, and another long season was 
in prospect. The kindliest producers in the 
world can’t guarantee a long run. 

A practical chorus girl won't turn down a 
sure thing because the pay envelope isn’t 
scented and tied with pink ribbons. 

My experience has taught me six daily 
“don’ts.”. Here they are: 

1. Don’t lend makeup or makeup towels 
and don't borrow. 

2. Don’t lend much money, especially to 
girls. Men are more certain to return what 
they borrow. 

8. Don't expect the chorus boys to Ing your 
suitcase out of chivalry all season. Make a 
business arrangement with one of them. Defi- 
nite dues payable in cash are always cheaper 
than indefinite debts of gratitude. 

4. Don’t forget to stand in with the prop- 
erty man and your trunk will be the gainer. 

5. Don’t forget that the stage hands are 
human and can be as tyrannically annoying 
as janitors if you put on airs. 

6. Don’t neglect to keep on good terms with 
the principals and with everybody else. You 
never know who is going to bob up at the 
top. Friends in the show business can serve 
each other like a regiment of soldiers scaling 
a wall. They tell you of openings. They rec- 
ommend you for vacancies. You do the same 
for them. Call it pull; call it the golden rule 
in business. ‘ But recognize it and act on it

HE. prettiest compliment which a princess can

Princess Marie, daughter of three imperial 

houses, pays to the country over which some day 
she will rule as queen. For she who leads the court 
of Bucharest, celebrated for its gayety and frivolity, 
loves to dress herégelf and to have her children dress 
in the picturesque national costume of which Rou- 
manians are peculiarly proud. 

How genuine the compliment is and how appreciated 
becomes plain: when one reflects that there are in the 
world no other people who are so deeply proud of their 
mationality as the Roumanians are. “ Roman-ians” 
they really are. For they are descended from those 


legions whom Trajan sent to build a colony in the 


Dacian country. The great column of Trajan, in Rome, 
is covered with carvings, winding from top to bottom, 
like a serpent coiling, which represent in marble his 
campaign for the subjugation of Roumania.

From years of experience at the head of 
the state charities of Illinois, he has gained 
an inside and sympathetic knowledge of the 
needs which have coined the phrase “ social 


and industrial justice.” 


He shows how the old fashioned way of 
settling personal injuries by lawsuits, which 
is a hardship on the plaintiff and the de- 
fendant, must give way toa civilized form of 
compensation, and insurance which will pro-

By harnessing this widespread ignorance 
of certain labor strata in this country, 
and training it to do its bidding, the I. 
W. W. may become one of the greatest 
agencies for violence and bloodshed his- 
tory has recorded. 

The proper method to draw the venom 
from the fangs of syndicalism does not 
lie, however, in indiscriminately imprison- 
ing its leaders. It lies in making the field 
for syndicalist propaganda in the United 
States less fruitful. A campaign to edu- 
cate the great masses of unskilled work- 
ers to the meaning of democratic govern- 
ment and the possibilities of institutions 
is the surest antidote to syndicalism. 


POVERTY ON PARADE. 

The Thames embankment is no longer the 
“show place” of London's poverty. For 
generations the benches and sidewalks of 
the embankment have served as sleeping 
quarters for down and outs nightly. They 
served as the festering places of disease 
and crime. They do so no longer. No man 


| in London need now sleep out of doors. 


Through the efforts of John Burns the 
various charity shelters of the city have been 
brought within reach of all needy. The 
police have been called into codperation. The 
unfortunate men and women who seek the 
cold pavement. of the embankment for rest 
are directed by. thé policeman on the beat 
to’a near-by Office. In that office a manisin 
telephone communication with every shelter, 
The man or woman brought is given a pass 
to one of these places. 

In the shelter the down and out is not 
merely given a.bed to sleep in. He is re- 
quired to take a bath. He is atéo given 
breakfast the next.morning. In placing the 
‘homeless men in the-various shelters distine- 
tion is made between the man who is a hope- 
less derelict and the mian who is only tem- 
ponarily down and out. Inthat way manya 
man who is beginning to drift downward is 
saved from the underworld amd restored to 
society as a useful member. 

In the United States the problem of the 
down and out appears in a different guise, 
but it is not less keen therefore. Ovir breed- 
ing places of crime and disease and vice are 
not sidewalks and benches under the open | 


sky, but the cheap lodging houses. We pa- 


rade poverty in blocks. We even make a 
business of the handicapped. We permit 
men to sell shelter to these unfortunate per- 
sons for 5 and 10 cents when often it would 
have been’far better for them, phyeically, 
mentally, and morally, to have slept in the 
open rather than in these Jodging houses. 

The Thames embankment was London's 
problem. The hundreds of “ flops,” where 
dirt and vermin are 9 foot thick, is a prob- 
lem of Chicago.

GARBAGE DISPOSAL. 
O, hear the call! 
Good hunting all—that keep the jungle law. 

HIS is the refrain of the night song of 
| the wolves as given in Kipling’s 
“ Jungle Book.” 
Among the maxims of Baloo is 
this; 
His spots are the joy of the leopard, 
His horns are the buffalo’s pride. 
Be clean, for the strength of the hunter 
Is known by the gloss of his hide. 

The instinct of cleanliness is primeval and 
fundamental, The wild birds spend as much 
time in preening their coats as they do in 
gathering food. 

Among the laws of the jungle is this: 

The kill of the pack is the meat of the pack; 

You must eat it where it lies. 

And no one may carry away of that meat to his paar 
or he dies, 

The instinct of wild animals teachers them 
that they must not allow garbage in their 
eaves. They keep their lairs clean. Primal 
man and individual man seem to know and 


' live this law. 


so 

However, Plato tells us that we can only 
judge men by their group actions. We find 
communities of tens of thousands of men 
willing to wallow in filth. if Plato be right 
(and who denies the wisdom of Plato?) com- 
munity man in abandoning the instinct of 
the primitive and following the intellect of 
the cultured has lost some of his obedience to 
the command to be clean. 

Would that Bergeson could make some of 
our communities follow the instinct which 
bids us “ Be clean, for the strength of the 
hunter is known by the gloss of his hide ”! 

Just now a contest is going on gver gar 
bage. Hill and the men like him whospend 
their lives fighting contagion have seen so 
much misdirected effort, have heard so much 
loose talk about garbage and filth causing 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, and other forms of 
contagion; have seen so many communities 
try to control epidemics by temporarily dia- 
posing of garbage and temporarily cleaning 
up otherwise, meanwhile failing to control 
the sick, contact, and carrier cases that are 
spreading the disease, that they write yol- 
umes to prove that garbage disposal and 
clening up is not worth while. 

At least that is the idea you and I get 
from reading what they write; that is our 
understanding of their opinion. 

Their real opinion is that garbage disposal 
as a means of ending an epidemic is of minor 
importance as compared with control of the 
people. ‘hey believe in proper garbage dis- 
posal as a manifestation of the instinct of 
cleanliness, 

es ae 

We may not be able to prove just why or 
how it is, but there is no doubt but that nei- 
ther individuals nor communities thrive un- 
less they clean up after themselves. Any 
other policy means a low standard of living, 
and a low living standard writes its record 
in the ledger page as debits for all kinds of 
crime and immorality and for all kinds of 
disease. 

No man may be able to trace the scientific 
relation of cause and effect between con- 
sumption and the garbage can or between a 
murder and the garbagecan. But itis there 
just the same, and instinct tells us so. 

A city without good garbage disposal is a 
city of low standards, and a city of low 
standards is a city of high death rates. This 
is the strongest argument for garbage dis- 
posal that I.know of. 

~~ 

Garbage is good fly food and fair fly breed- 
ing ground. Flies transmit typhoid fever 
and summer complaint. There are health 
officers who think flies are the largest factors 
in the spread of typhoid fever. The health 
officers of other communities give first place 
to water and still others to milk. Thereisa 
consensus of opinion that flies everywhere 
belong in the ** big four.’’ 

The Merchants’ association of New York 
City says that flies are of more importance 
in spreading summer complaint among 
babies than in spreading typhoid. 

There are many times as much summer 
complaint as there is typhoid. It kills and 
sickens hundreds where typhoid attacks 
units. 

A town where one-fifth of the babies die 
before 1 year of age is a town to which no 
family man of moderate means can afford 
to move. His doctor’s bills will eat up his 
wages. The towns where not over one- 
eighth of the babies dre is the place for men 
to seek out, and men are beginning to learn 
this. 

If a town feeds its flies on overflowing 
garbage it will not be found in the honor 
class. That is the health end of it. The 
balance of the garbage question is a matter 
of engineering. 

~ 

The need of garbage disposal having been 
accepted, the question arises as to how it 
shall be done; that is a matter for engineer- 
ing determination. In some cities garbage 
disposal is a part of the work of the health 
department. In some, as it is public work 
employing men and teams, it is in that rather 
strange conglomeration commonly known as 
the “public works department.” In still 
others it isin the engineering department. 

As community life grows and governments 
increase the number and efficiency of its 
community services, I predict that no depart- 
ment, will be known as the. public works 
department; that each and every department 
will be a public works department; and that 
the activities now massed in the public 
works departments will be scattered among 
many departments. — 

Water, sewage, and garbage under that 
division will go back imto health depart- 
ments, but those departments will develop 
engineering bureaus to work out the “ how- 
to<ios” made necessary by the health 
“* should-be-dones.”’ : 

~~ 

When we discuss the “ hows ” of garbage 
disposal the problems fall into three groups: 
How the garbage should be kept on the 
premises where ittis produced, how it should 
be collected, and how it should be dis- 
posed of. 

How should garbage be kept on the prem- 
ises? The answer is: Paper wrapped in 
clean, covered cans. 

Of more importance than garbage disposal 
or garbage collection is the garbage can. 
Hall of Minneapolis is right in his contention 
that some part of our agitation over garbage 
disposa! should be transferred to the garbage 
cap. His particular recommendation was 
that garbage should be wrapped in paper. 

When garbage reduction first came into 
use some cities employing it passed ordi- 
nances against the wrapping of garbage in 
paper. But at the present time the reduction 
plants always give the garbage a ry 


and this gets rid of the paper. 
If garbage is to be burned the paper adds

Hotels and restaurants can advantageous- 
ly follow the plan in use in the army. There 
they use two garbage receptacles—one for 
slops, or liquid slops and slop waters, and 
one for dryer garbage. 

The slop can has a colander on the top. 
The garbage is thrown on the top of this, 
the slop drains into the can, and the dryer 
waste is taken from the colander and thrown 
into the garbage can. Following this plan, 
the garbage remains inoffensive for at least 
a day longer than by we other plan. 


I like the plan of lintiod the garbage can 
on the garbage wagon and hauling it away 
to be emptied off the premises. Where there 
is a long wagon haul this plan is too expen- 
sive and the chance that the can will never 
come back is too great. 

Until the wagon haul can be shortened to 
a mile or two and the garbage collection can 
be a daily or triweekly service we must stick 
to the present method. We know that the 
preseng method strews gafbage on the 
ground,. feeds and breeds flies, makes nui- 
sance, and necessitates heavy and expensive 
iron wagons. NeVertheless, it is all we can 
do unless we shorten the length of the wagon 
haul, 

—~- 

In speaking of garbage we mean kitchen 
waste. The household waste other than 
that of the kitchen is known technically as 
rubbish. Besides these two household 
wastes there is ‘a third—ashes. 

The disposition to be made of the waste 
determines whether they are to be kept sepa- 
rate or not. If they are to be reduced, or 
fed to the hogs, or to go on dumps they must 
be kept separate. If they are to be burned 
they are not kept separate. 

Authorities are agreed that a single collec- 


‘tion is about as expensive asa double or 


triple collection. So nothing is gained in 
that way. But it costs less for cans and 
boxes where there is no separation, and the 
garbage as it is being hauled through the 
street is less offensive where no separatioa 
has been effected. 


> 

Much the most inefficient part of garbage 
work, as done, is garbage collection. Inthe 
last twenty years we have learned much 
about garbage disposal, but we bave learned 
little or nothing about garbage collection. 

In that time we have advanced greatly in 
methods of garbage disposal. Cleveland and 
Columbus are demonstrating the advantages 
of municipally owned reduction works; Mil- 
wWatikee the advantages of municipally 
owned destructors; Denver the advantages 
of hog feeding. 

Engineers, chemists, scientists, and busi- 
ness men are solving problems, and the golu- 
tions offered are being put ito practice. 

Garbage collection, on the other hand, has 
been almost at a standstill. A few places 
have substituted iron wagon bodies with 
iron covers for the old loose wooden body. 
Some have experimented on single horse 
versus double horse wagons; some on Wagons 
of the dump cart type. 

None that I know of has gone to the heart 
of the situation—namely: shortening the 
length of wagon haul. , Minneapolis and 
Cleveland have come dearer it than any 
other places known to me. They gather the 
garbage in wagons and haul it several miles 
to a loading platform, where it is placed on 
trains and carried to the disposal plants, 

This is doing something in the way of 
shortening the wagon haul, but not much. 
Chicago with its part river haul and New 
York with its part, barge haul are doing 
about as much,

~~ 

The proper method is the following: The 
establishment of ward yards with street car 
switch tracks therein. The garbage is coi- 
lected by wagons and hauled a mile or two 
at most to the ward yard, where it is loaded 
on street cars built for the purpose. These 


loaded cars are moved rapidly over the street 


car tracks to the garbage disposal works 
between 10 a. m. and 4 p. m. and 10 p. m, 
and 4 a. m. 

The preferred plan is to have each house- 
holder provide himsétf with two garbage 
cans. A Wagon starts from the yard loaded 
with empties, It picks up a full cam and 
leaves an empty one at each house. The 
load of fulls is carried to the yard and emp- 
tied into a garbage dump car standing ready 
to be loaded. The wagon fills its racks with 
empties and starts another collection. 


~~ 

The alternative plan is to empty the cans 
into an iron body and haul the filled wagon 
body to the yard, where it is lifted by a crane 
and stacked on a flat car. 

Every sanitary advantage is with the first 
of these plans. It means less littering of the 
ground with garbage. It means that good 

garbage cans replace the makeshifts now 
found on some ofithe premises. I think the 
advantage of economy will also be found 
with the first plan. 

However, the alternatives are but. details, 
The essential is the shortening of the wagon 
haul. Enough can be saved by shortening 
the wagon haul to give a daily ora triweekly 
service.

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O QUEEN MARY is ascribed the offi- 
cially announced determination of the 
king to revive the state concerts at 
Buckingham palace, which were @.reg~ 
ular feature of the London season 

throughout the sixty odd years of the reign 
of Queen Victoria, but which were aban- 
doned after King Edward succeeded to the 
throne, and have not been resumed since. 

The queen, who is extremely fond of dan- 
cing, has found reason to complain of the 
large number of persons attending the court 
balls at Buckingham palace who do not 
dance, and who get in the way of those 
who do, 

It has been ained to her that they 
were present or t officials of the court and 
government, who as such have a species of 
unwritten right to an invitation to at least 
one entertainment a year at Buckingham 
palace, mostly men and women of more than 
mature age, and therefore not even decorative 
ac wall flowers. 

When Queen Victoria was on the throne all 
this class were dealt with by means of in- 
vitations to one or another of the two or 
three state concerts, concerts which were 
always followed by a buffet supper for the 
nonroyal guests, and by a seated supper in 
another room for the royalties ani for the 
ambassadors. This enabled the queen to re- 
strict her “commands” to the etate balls 
to the younger, generation. 

The queen never attended these state con- 
certs herself, after becoming a widow, be- 
ing invariably represented by her eidest son, 
the then Prince of Wales. He made no secret 
of the fact that he thought these concerts 
a dreadful bore, in spite of the fine music, 
mainly because the guests were nearly all el- 
derly, portly, inclined to pomposity, and 
lacking in elegance and the graces <f youth, 
and that is why he abolished them, with the 
result that the state balls became over- 
crowded. 

> 

Now, however, the good old practice is to 
be resumed. The concerts will, as usual, take 
place in the great ballroom at Buckingham 
palace, at the upper end of which there isa 
dais or gallery for the orchestra, at the back 
of which is a magnificent orgam The bali- 
room is a superb apartment of great size, 
with an inlaid polished floor, and possessed 
of most perfect acoustic properties. 

The invitations will, as formerly, be issued. 
by the lord chamberlain in the form of cards; 
stating that he is commanded by the king 
tc- invite such and such a person. The men 
who attend must wear uniform or court dress 
with knee breeches, while the women are 
dispensed the necessity of wearing those 
long trains which are de rigueur at the courts, 
the dresses being, of course, décolleté and 
sleeveless. 

The guests have all taken their place before 
the royal procession enters, and it is only 
when the concert is over, and while the royal 
procession is reforming and slowly passing 
from one end of the ballroom to the other. on 
its way to supper, that the members thereof 
have the opportunity of according a friendly 
word or two to those of the guests who 
happen to be nearest the center aisle 

. a 

The artists have no opportunity of mingling 
with the guests. They are herded strictly 
apart and are given supper in a private room. 
The reason for this is that in order to be 
invited to a state concert, as to a state ball, 
it is a sine qua non that one should have 
been previousky Officially presented either 
at a court or at a levee, private presentations 
being of no avail. Im fact, during Queen 
Victoria’s .reign there have been women 
whom she privately received at Windsor, at 
Osborne, and Balmoral, but who, not having 
been, for some reason or other, presented at 
court, could not be invited to state balls or 
state concerts, 

Now, artists of the lyric drama, like those 
of the ordinary theatrical profession, have 
from time immemorial been barred by rea- 
son of their calling from presentation at 
ceurt, and not even King Edward, with ali 
his Mberality and breadth of mind in such 
matters, and his liking for the companton- 
ship of people of the stage, was ever able 
throughout his reign to modify this condition 
of affairs.:

It is not a 
flattering likeness, but upon this fact the 
humoristes pride themselves, 

An exception to the general rule of cari- 
catures was the delightful pictures by Hansi, 
depicting the history of Alsace. They por- 
trayed German soldiers and charming peas- 
ant girls in the picture dress of their coun- 
try, and so much life and feeling were put 
into the little canvases that one could not 
fail to understand that the painter was full 
of his subject and in sympathy with ite por~ 
trayal. 

There were a few of the characteristic pic- 
tures of the humoristes, or to be more exact 
of the cubists, the most notable examples | 
being those displayed by Galanis, four in 
number, which were wonderful and drew 
about them a constant crowd. It isa style 
of work which is difficult to understand and 
the artiste who paint seem to revel in the 
fact that they are puzzling the public and } 
giving their fellow artists subjects for dis- 
cussion. 

The exhibition this year is larger than 
usual and the verdict seems to be that the 
work shown is of a higher order than former- 
ly. At any rate there is certainly more to

“ Probably no other single thing fMustrates 
in such a striking manner the truly wonder- 
ful upbuilding of Chicago, its growth from an 
obscure hamiet to the proud position of the 
fifth largest city in the world, within the 
period of a lifetime, as does the advance in its 
land values. 

“ Reliable figures of commercial growth 
Gating back to the city’s early history are 
not to be had, but recorded transactions in 
land reaching back three-quarters of a cen- 
tury are in evidence today, and the figures 
compared with present day values, vividly 
picture, as nothing else can, Chicago's 
progress during that period—progrees witI- 
out @ parallel in the history of the world's 
cities. 


Values Multiply 25,000 Fold. 

“What other city can point to a specific 
instance in which land values have’ multi- 
plied more than twenty-five thousand fold 
in the span of a lifetime? Chicago can pro- 
duce at least one such example and if the 
records were to be carefully searched there 
probably would be found other instances 
equally striking. 

“In July, 1836, Hiram Pearson, afterwards 
governor of lowa, evidenced his faith in the 
future of Chicago by purchasing frem the 
government for the sum of $410, a piece of 
land in what then may have been regarded 
the extreme south end of town. This par- 
ticular piece of land lies south of Jackson 
boulevard and west of State atreet, extend- 
ing to Van Buren street and to Plymouth 
place—one city block, 

** Evidently he bought this land with a view 
to profit and he quickly realized his ambi- 
tion, for he sold it eighteen days later for 
$99 more than he paid. Who would then have 
dared to dream that the time would come 
when this same piece of land would be valued 
at $12,000,000 and more? Yet that is the 
value which it has today if recent transac- 
tions in the block are taken as a criterion. 


Makes Fortune for G. W. Snow. 
“Gov. Pearson probably congratulated 
himself for the profitable outcome of his 
transaction in Chicago’s ‘ south side proper- 
ty.’ but the purchaser, George W. Snow, 
fared better still, for that deal made a for- 
tune for himself and his heirs and a pretty 
penny would have been added to the mil- 
lions this investment produced, if he had not 
later traded fifty feet to the frontage at the 
southwest corner of State street and Jack- 
son boulevard, now occupied by the Roths- 
child clothing house, for five acres in Lake 
View. 

“What the heirs lost by this transaction 
may be gathered from the fact that a prop- 
osition was refused a few yearsago for a 
99 year lease of the property at the adjoin- 
ing southeast corner on the basis of a value 
of $50,000 a front foot. 


Another Example of Gains. 

‘““Here is another illustration of the differ- 
ence between early day.and present values. 

“In January, 1843, Buckner 8. Morris pur- 
chased from the state the 80x180 feet at the 
southeast corner of State and Madison 
streets for $1,266.67. In 1854 he purchased 
from the canal trustees the 80x150 feet ad- 
joining on the south for $1,800, making 4 
total of a little over $3,000 for the whole. 
The property for the greater part is now 
occupied by the store of Carson, Pirie, Scott 
& ©o., and it is well within the mark to say 
that the hand is easily worth $7,500,000, and 
on the basis of $300 a equare foot, the value 
recently placed on the northwest corner of 
the two streets, it is worth $8,640,000. 

“In 1889 Dr. Sylvester Willard purchased 
from the state the 586x150 feet at the north- 
east corner of the same streets, now occupied 
by Mandel Brothers’ new store, for $327. Its 
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street, andi will cost about. $250,000.

“ As late as 1862 Potter Palmer purchased 
the fihy feet of frontage on State street, be- 
tween Madison and Washington streets, 
south of the alley, and now occupied Dy the 
Boston Store, at the rate of $250 a front foot. 
Several years ago Charles Netcher leased the 
same property for ninety-nine years on the 
basis of $257 a square foot. 

Limit Far from Reached. 

“Tt is well to keep these contrasting fig- 
ures in mind in epproaching a consideration 
of present realty conditions in Chicago, espe- 
clally when one considers that many peop.c 


parts of the city as having about reached 
their limit. 

“Tt may be that seventy-five years hence 
gome one will be drawing comparisons be- 
tween tthe values of that time and today, and 
cite the much higher values of the future as 
merely reflecting the great growth of the city 
in the intervening years. 

“In the opinion of conservative real estate 
operators, Chicago real estate today stands 
upon as firm a basis as at any previous time 
in the city’s history. There have been pe- 
riods when a more active market prevailed, 
when sales were made more quickly, and 
the market experienced what is known as 
a ‘boom.’ But these were periods wherein 
the paper fortunes of one day too often 
spelled disaster the next. To the man who 
takes the real estate business seriously and 
makes it his life busines, and to all who are 
interested in a healthy and normal develop- 
ment of the city, boom times are to be re- 
garded as a misfortune. 

“Tt may be because Chicago has learned 
this lesson so well, or that, because of the 
vast extent of its territory, which makes 
an ail embracing market an exceedingly ait- 
ficult proposition, there have been no ev- 
dences of a boom during all the years sincs 
the market began its recovery from the 
effects of the world’s fair period. 


Years of Phenomenal Development. 

“ These years, the last decade particularly, 
have been years of phenomena! developnient 
in everything which makes for a wonderful 
future for the city—so wonderful that the 
most sanguine imagination hardly can sense 
it—and yet the movement of land values 'i4s 
been slow, generally speaking, and only in 
response to the growing business and needs 
of the city, and in no sense proportionate to 
its actual growth and future prospects. 

‘This is both the wonder and the strength 
of the real estate situation in Chicago today. 
Certain localities here and there in the 
downtown, intermediate, and outiying dis- 
tricts have developed much activity with 
sharply advancing values, but im every in- 
stance it will be found that this activity was 
in direct response to legitimate causes, the 
creating of new local business centers, due to 
new or extended street car lines. new indus- 
trial projects, and a revolutionizing of con- 
ditions in old and neglected distri-ts in which 
sagacious capital found inhereng possibili- 
ties. 

Downtown District the Center, 

“The downtown or central business dis- 
trict. as it generally is called, has been the 
magnet which generally has attracted the in- 
vestor of large means and has furnished the 
spectacular features of the market in the 
way of big transactions and land values, and 
it well can be added, profits as well. which 
have been of a sensational character in so 
many instances that the sensational has 
come to be accepted as the commonplace. 

“In the choicer parts of the retail dis- 
trict values have soared to what seem to be 
truly dizzy heights to the layman, and there 
are not wanting experienced real estate men 
who are of the opinion they have reached an 
excessive point in certain localities, 

“This might be both interesting as well as 
suggestive but for the fact that the same 
thing has been said by a number of people 
for the last ten years or more, who have 
predicted a reaction from these values and 
disaster particularly to the leasees of many 
long term ground leases. The spectacle has 
been presented, however, of an ever upward 
movement, andthe fortunate holders of these 
tong term leases have in many instancés 
cleaned up fortunes after a comparatively 
brief control of r properties. 

Realty” Safest Investment. 

“Men familiar with real estate conditions 
in all the great cities of the country, or 
the world, are practically unanimous in the 
opinion that Chicago central business prop- 
erty offers in a greater measure all the ele- 
ments which make for thoroughly high class 
land investments than are to be found in 
any other city. “ | 

“ Natural advantages of location and con- 
verging lines\of transportation have built 
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) up here an intensive, compact business com-

munity such as no other city in the world 
has and have determined for all time that 
this is to be the great heart of Chicago. 
One needs doubt the future of the city if he 
doubts the future of its central business 
property. 

‘But the central district no longer enjoys 
a monopoly in the way of high class land 
investments. This apparently was the case 
up to a few years ago, if one were to judge 
by the discriminating attitude of capital 
which looked askance upon anything which 
did not bear the brand of the central district. 


Striking Feature of Market. 


“Then capital, always on the lookout for, 


profitable fields for exploitation began, seem- 
ingly to sense the possibilities of great out- 
side Chicago. It was slow, however, to 
abandon the old heresies to which it had so 
long clung, that everything outside the loop 
district was ‘cats and dogs,’ and not until 
it had had many striking and surprising 
object lessons to the contrary did it take 
the lesson to heart and seek to profit from it. 

“It was a few bold spirits who first showed 
capital the way into this new field, men with 
courage and imagination, men who foresaw 
the future requirements of a much greater 
Chicago than conservative capital could 
sense and who saw in the abnormally low 
land values which obtained practically 
throughout this outside territory most in- 
viting opportunities for investment and de- 
velopment work. 

“ The results which waited upon their ven- 
tures more than justified their most sanguine 
hopes, and it was the beginning of a move- 
ment which probably has been the most 
striking feature of the Chicago real estate 
market during recent years.” 


Building Is Active. 

Building is more active, there being a con- 
siderable increase in the number of struc- 
tures erected, with @ moderate decrease in 
amount involved. 

Permits were taken out in seventy-five 
leading cities in March, according to official 
reports of the Construction News, for the 
construction of 20,480 buildings, involving a 
total estimated cost of $70,475,715, against 
18.709 buildings, involving $74,528,765, for the 
same month a year ago, an increase of 1,771 
buildings and a decrease of $4,054,042, or 5 
per cent. 

The gain in number Is considerable, but 
a loss of 5 per cent in cost should be taken 
as a good sign rather than an ill omea, inas- 
much as the increases, which have been 
large as well as numerous for so long that a 
checking up will do more geod than harm, 
and will adjust affairs preiiminary to another 
era of expansion, whea it will, perhaps, be 
more fully justified than conditions at pres- 
ent might warrant.

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] LOANS AND LEASES. 


The Northwestern Mutual lLéfe Insurance 
company has made a loan of $600,000 to 
Northwestern university, secured by the 
property at the southeast corner of Lake 
and Dearborn streets.

And, among these ex-gentlemen, never 

have I come across one single professional burglar. 
The reason is simple. When a man of good birth

In all coun- 

tries crimes against prop- 

erty and the person are 

visited with the severest 

penalties, which no doubt 

exercise an intimidating 

effect. Only desperate 

men — ex-conviets, or 

their associates, members

burglars. There are no 

amateurs. “Freaks” I do 

not count. Their ill-con- 

ceived assaults upon s0- 

ciety are disconcerting, 
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MYTH OF THE GENTLEMAN BURGLAR 
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but they do not constitute a permanent danger. 
To be a burglar you must be a “ ‘handy-man,” 
with some technical ability. There is the thief 
who specializes in false-keys. He is always more 
or less of a locksmith. The coiner must under- 
stand the galvanoplastie casting of metals. The 
use of the oxyhydric blowpipe for fusing the 
steelplates of a strong-box, the manipulation of 
the dynamite cartridge, that “open sesame” to 
the most complicated of locks, can not be learned 
in a day. Technical schools for burglars not 
having yet been established, it is in the metal- 
lurgical factory, as a former artisan, that the 
burglar has, as a rule, acquired his knowledge. 


Bet you ask me: What about the degenerate 
gentlemen, the déclassé noblemen who fall 
from the upper social ranks to which they be- 
long, after losing everything they possess 
through the triangular influence of gambling, 
women, and drink? They never become thieves 
in the professional sense of the term. Either 
they profit by bitter experience, or are re- 
claimed by their friends when half-way on the 
road to ruin, or they go on sinking lower and 
lower until they reach a depth of degradation 
which it is almost impossible to conceive. 

Never shall I forget the shoek that I experi- 
enced when my professional duties first brought 
me into contact with a human shipwreck of this 
description. Covered with nameless rags, the poor 
wretch was so infested with vermin that the 
very color upon the skin of his cheeks was changed. 
This is what had become in little less than fifteen 
years of the Baron L. de B., a man of first-class edu- 
éation and brilliant gifts. He had passed with the 
highest distinction through the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 
(the Fine Arts School), and had been awarded the 
most coveted of all prizes open to French art stu- 
dents, the Prix de Rome. 

The habitual vagabond, sprung from the people, 
never sinks so low as this. He maintains a certain 
mastery over himself. Perhaps the unwonted’ ca- 
price may seize him to do a day’s work. In view of 
such an eventuality, he is always provided with a 
little pocket “necessary,” containing a piece of soap, 
a comb and brush, needles and thread, so that if need 
be he can present a fairly decent appearance before 
a possible employer. Not so with the hoboes who 
have once been gentlemen. Misery and abjection 
have annihilated in them all ambition, all shame and 
all will-power. They have no resistance left, not 
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even against the vermin that make them dangerous 
at a distance. The discipline and the uniform of a 
prison or an asylum may revive in them, for the time 
being at any rate, the shadow of former decent 
habits and correct manners, but nothing else will. 

There is a third type—thé man of good birth, 
clever, active, but profoundly immoral, who has 
squandered his last cent in a life of dissipation and 
debauchery, and is ready to adopt any expedient 
which will help to maintain him in his social posi- 
tion. Here is an example drawn from the gay c¢ir- 
eles of the smartest Parisian society. 

Count Georges de C, belongs to one of the most 
aristocratic families in Franee, whose ancestors are 
famous for having founded one of our oldest colo- 
nies. He was first brought under my professional 
notice in connection with a erime, provoked by jeal- 
ousy, of which he came very near to being the victim. 
His inherited fortune had already been dissipated. 
He was handsome, with perfect manners, and had the 
brain of a first-class engineer; but the brain only, for 
there was no solid instruction behind it. I said to 
myself at the time: Young man, you and I are des- 
tined to meet again. However, twenty years elapsed 
before my prophecy came true. In the meanwhile, 
Count de C. continued to cut a brilliant figure at all 
the fashionable watering-places. Now and again, of 
course, a shadow fell upon the picture. At one time 
it was a sensational duel, and the whisper went round 


that the Count had been accused of cheating at eards. 


IS two sisters, with their titled husbands, all of 

’ them as smart and good-looking as himself, con- 
stituted a glittering center of attraction to every 
moneyed “mug,” anxious for social introductions, 
who crossed their path. There was not a shady trick 
which they did not successfully practice. They sold 
old pictures and jewelry; they placed bogus mining 
shares, acted as betting and matrimonial agents, It 
was this last-named expedient, a marriage affair, con- 
dueted with less than their ordinary prudence, which 
brought them into the elutches of the criminal law. 
Some poor ninny in their own rank of life had been 
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A human shipwreck of aristocratic origin 


induced by false pretenses to advance money on the 
prospective dowry of a rich girl who had never had 
the least intention of marrying him, The victim had 
even supplied funds for the purchase of engagement 
presents, which the Count had pocketed, The pen- 
alty was not a very severe one — not nearly severe 
enough —— but it sufliced to rid a certain society of the 
de C-———s. Do not imagine, however, that this gang 
will now be driven to commit burglaries, They will 
do nothing so foolish. A simple change of name, 
and they will seek new dupes in a social cirele a lit- 
tle less elevated than that which they have hitherto 
exploited, and where they will not’ be reeognized. 
“Society,” said Professor Lacassagne at the Con- 
gress of Criminal Anthropology, held in Rome in 
1885, “has the criminals that it deserves.” This may 
sound paradoxical, but it is profoundly true. What 
we police officials notice in a general way is that 
crime increases in proportion as its repression 
beeomes less severe, and the public feeling of repro- 
bation diminishes. Moreover, each new development 
of civilization brings in its trail a novel form of 
crime, Take, for instance, the vast new Palace Ho- 
tels, the network of which, spread practically over 
the entire globe, is an innovation of recent years. 
The immediate result has been the spontaneous crea- 
tion of a new type of thief — the “hotel rats,” “rats 
Phétel,” as we call them. In view of their relative 
insi I should hesitate to refer to them, 
were it not for the fact that many good people have 
declared them to be creatures of i in- 
vented by the police, and on this point I feel rather 
keenly, for I was one of the first, if not the first, to

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N HIS SUGGESTIVE study of ancient and 
modern drama, M. Emile Faguet, one of 
the acutest of contemporary French 
critics, dwells on the fact that the drama 
is the only one of the arts which can 
employ to advantage the aid of all the 
other arts. The muses of tragedy and 
comedy can borrow narrative from the 
muse of epic poetry and song from the 
tof lyrie poetry. They can avail themselves of 
» Music and dancing. They can profit by the 
mstance of the architect, the seulptor and the 
inter. They can draw on the co-operation of all 
e other arts without ceasing to be themselves and 
mhout losing any of their essential qualities. 
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use of words, without the aid of the human voice, by 
the employment of gesture only, by pure pantomime! 
No doubt, the drama makes a great sacrifice when it 
decides to do without that potent instrument of emo- 
tional appeal, the human voice; and yet it can find 
its profit, now and then, in this self-imposed depriva- 
tion. Certain stories there are, not many and all of 
them necessarily simplified and made very clear, 
which gain by being bereft of the spoken word and 
by being presented only in pantomime. And these 
stories, simple as they must be if they are to be ap- 
prehended by sight alone without the aid of sound, 
are nevertheless capable of supporting an actual play 
with all the absolutely necessary elements of a drama, 

In foregoing the aid of words the drama is only 
reducing itself to its absolutelf necessary elements — 
a story, and a story which can be shown in action. 
A clever French critic once declared that the skeleton 
of a good play is always pantomime. This is not quite 
true, since there are plays the plot of which can not 
be conveyed to the audience — by actual speech. 
Yet, some of the greatest plays have plots so trans- 


parent that the story is clear even if we fail to hear 
what the actors are saying. It has been asserted that 
if Hamlet, for example, were to be performed in a 
deaf and dumb asylum, the inmates would be able to 
understand it and to enjoy it. They would be de- 
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prived of the wonderful beauty of Shakspere’s lines, 
no doubt, and they would scarcely be able to guess 
at the deeper significance of the philosophy which 
enriches the tragedy; but the story would unroll 
itself clearly before their eyes, so that they could 
follow the succession of scenes with understanding. 

The drama, in brief, can use two kinds of poetry, 
that which is internal and contained in the plot, and 
that which is external and confined to the language. 
It can use 


“Jewels five-words long, 
That on the stretched forefinger of Time 
Sparkle forever.” 


But it ean also attain poetry without the use of 
superb and sonorous phrases and by its choice of 
theme alone. This is-what the poets have often felt; 
and as a result French poets,. like Theophile Gautier 
and Francois Coppée, have not disdained to compose 
librettos for pantomimic ballets. One of the most suc- 
cessful of the recent Russian ballets was simply a rep- 
resentation of Gautier’s poetic fantasy, One of 
Cleopatra’s Nights. 

Perhaps because the pantomime contains only the 
essential element of the drama — action— it has 
always been a popular form of play and it appears 
very early in the history of the theater. Indeed, it 

seems to be the only form of 
drama known to primitive 
_man, if we may judge from 
observations made among 
savages who are still in the 
earlier periods of social de- 
velopment. Gesture  pre- 
cedes speech, and a panto- 
mime was possible even be- 
fore a vocabulary was devel- 
oped. In the Aleutian Isl- 
ands, for example, the pan- 
tomime i3 the only form of 
play known. One. of the lit- 
tle plays of the islanders has 
been described. It was acted | 
by two performers only, one | 
representing a hunter and | 
the other a bird.

gesture alone; and it is just the sort of play which 
would appeal to an Aleutian audience, being wholly 
within their experience and their apprehension. 

Pantomime flourished in Rome and in Constanti- 
nople in the sorry years of the decline and fall of the 
Empire; and it was then low and lascivious. A great 
part of the fierce hostility of the Fathers of the 
Christian Church to the theater was due to the fact 
that the only drama of which they had any knowledge 
was pantomime of a most objectionable character, 
offensive in theme and even more offensive in pre- 
sentation. With the conversion of the Empire to 
Christianity, pantomimes of this type, appealing only 
to lewd fellows of the baser sort, were very properly 
prohibited. But pantomime of another type sprang 
up in the Middle Ages in the Christian churches, to 
exemplify and to make visible to the ignorant con- 
gregations, certain episodes of sacred history. In the 
Renascence dumb-shows were represented before 
monarchs, at their weddings and at their stately en- 
trances into loyal cities. And dumb-shows were often 
employed in the Elizabethan stage, sometimes as 
prologues to the several acts, as in Gorbodue, for ex- 
ample, and sometimes within the play itself, as in 
Hamlet. 

In the eighteenth century, pantomime had a double 
revival in France and in England. In France, No- 
verre elevated the ballet d’action, that is to say, the 
story told in pantomime and adorned with dances. 
Sometimes these ballets d’action were in several acts, 
relying for interest on the simple yet ingenious plot, 
and only decorated, so to speak, with occasional 
dances. Coppée’s La Korrigane, for example, is in 
two acts, and Gille and Mortier’s Yedda is in three
